It is, however, in his emphasis upon the joy 
of life without fear that Sokolsky, through 
Sam, brings his fundamental lesson. It is the 
one truth at the foundation of all human, eco- 
nomic and political problems, the one condi- 


_ tion which must be achieved before there can 


be hope of worthy life. 

It is this very condition of ever present fear 
which is the greatest indictment of the Hitler 
and Stalin regimes. No matter how rosily may 
be painted the theoretic programs of their gov- 
ernments, no matter what sweet pap of nation- 
alism, idealism, equality and what not is fed 
their peoples, the fact remains no one in Rus- 
Sia today can ever rid himself of the fearsome 
shadow of the Ogpu, no one in Germany can 
escape the constant menace of-the Gestapo. 
While the purge and the concentration camp 
remain as instruments of government, there can 
be no escape from fear. 

In this country there are fears, too, but we 
may give devout thanks they are but passing 
phases of economic progress. We may know 
fear, as individuals, of losing the job, of pov- 
erty, of sickness, of other personal disaster. We 
may, even, fear sometimes the course which 
our government seems to be taking. But, de- 
spite these comparatively minor fears, there is 
no universal, constant, overpowering dread in 
America.

Stamps For Textiles? 

A new effort to extend the operation of the 
government stamp plan for the distribution of 
surplus cotton goods has been launched by Sen- 
ator Mead, of New York, who asserts the plan 
appears to be a “natural type program. for the 
disposition of our enormous cotton surplus” and 
would stimulate activity in textile plants in 
New York and elsewhere. 

While the effect of the stamp plan is being

Under the food stamp plan needy persons 
are permitted to exchange a part of their re- 
lef money for special stamps which may be 
used to buy. food at any grocery store. For 
every dollar's worth of orange stamps bought, a 
relief family receives 50 cents worth of blue 
stamps free, the latter good for purchases of

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The Law 
And the People 


By PEYRE GAILLARD. 


There are many kinds of laws 
whiche aren’t really: laws at all. 
You don’t go to jail when you 
break ’em and you don’t send 
somebody else to jail when you 
invoke ’em, although sometimes 
you ought to. To cite only three 
examples—there are dozens of ’em 
—there is natural law, the law of 
supply and demand and the law 
f etiquette. 

Let somebody else do the work, 

or more succinctly; “let George 
do it,” is one of the oldest and 
probably the most frequently util- 
ized of all the natural laws. It 
may have originated in the vicin- 
ity of the Garden of Eden when 
Cain let Abel do it, then bumped 
him off because he was a success. 
In all probability, however, it 
dates from the dawn of human in- 
lelligence. 

Practically every man (and wom- 
en, too) is familiar with it. He 
has either relied upon it himself 
in a moment of indolence or had 
it invoked against him by some- 
body who didn’t feel in the mood 
to be putting out. $t is one of the 
most natural of all natural laws. 
If you can get way with it and at 
the same time get credit for do- 
ing the job, it is often referred to 
as executive ability. But at that 
point it leaves the field of law 
and goes into business. 

The law of supply and demand 
is probably the easiest of the 
three examples cited to under- 
stand. If Wou keep drawing 
checks and don’t make any de- 
posits you soon run head-on into 
it. And everybody knows, or is 
likely to find out at this season 
of the year, that you can’t drink 
your licker and have it, too. Un- 
der the seasonal forced draft 
you’re liable to hit bottom before 
you know it.

S ATLANTA moves today into the celebration of another Christmas, The 
4 WConstitution Sunday Magazine lifts from the records of the past a story 
picturing admirably the depth of the Christmas spirit which always expanded 
the great heart of Henry W. Grady, whose death occurred, unfortunately, two 


days before the Christmas of 1889. 


Henry W. Grady’s death on December 23, 1889--fifty years ago yester- 
day—cast a strange bleakness over a city which had known nothing but hap- 
piness on the many Christmas days when Mr. Grady had moved about to help 
‘and comfort those who might have been sorrowing and suffering. 

Joel Chandler Harris, the world-known author of ‘Uncle Remus” stories, 
an intimate friend of Mr. Grady, an associate with him on the staff of The 
Constitution, loved to tell this charming story of Mr. Grady. 


“He had a theory that the rich who have 
become poor by accident or misfortune, 
suffer the stings of poverty keenly 
than the poor who have always been poor, 
for the reason that they are not qualified 
to fight against conditions that are at once 
strange and crushing. Several Christmases 
ago, I had the pleasure of wifnessing a 
little episode in which he illustrated his 
theory to his own satisfaction as well as 
to mine. 

“On that particular Christmas Eve, there 
was living in Atlanta an old gentleman 
whe had at one time been one of the lead- 
ing citizens of the town. He had in fact 
been a powerful influence in the politics 
of the state, but the swept away his 
possessions and with them all the 
conditions and ndings that had en- 
abled him to maintain self comfortably. 
His misfortunes came on when he was 
too old to begin the struggle with life anew 
with any reasonable hope of success. He 
gave way to a disposition that had been 
only convivial in his better davs when he 
had hope and pride to sustain him, and he 
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restless and hastening throng there seem- 
ed to be but one man bent on no message 
of enjoyment or pleasure, and he was old 
and seedy-looking. He was gazing about 
him in an absent-minded way. The weath- 
er was not cold, but a disagreeable drizzle 
was falling.

It was enchant- 
ing to walk abroad in its prodigal beauty, to breathe its elixir, to reach 
out the hands and plunge them open-fingered through its pulsing waves 
of warmth and freshness. It was June and November welded and fused 
into a perfect glory that he/d the sunshine and snow beneath tender and 
splendid skies. To have winnowed such a day from the teeming winter 
was to have found an odorous peach on a bough whipped in the storms 
of winter. One caught the musk of yellow grain, the flavor of ripened 
nuts, the fragrance of strawberries, the exquisite odor of violets—the 
croma of all seasons in the wonderful day. The hum of bees under- 
rode the whistling wings of wild geese flying southward. The fires slept 
in drowsing grates, while the people, marveling outdoors, watched the 
soft winds woo the roses and lilies. 

Truly it was a day of days! Amid its riotous /uxury surely life was 
worth living. Worth living to hold up the head and breathe it in as 
thirsting men drink water; to put every sense on its gracious excellence; 
to throw the hands wide apart and hug whole armfuls of the day close 
to the heart, till the heart itself is enraptured and illumined. God's 
benediction came down with the day, slow dropping from the skies. 
God's smile was its light, and all through and through its supernal 
beauty and stillness, unspoken but appealing to every heart and sanc- 
tifying every soul, was His invocation and promise, ‘‘Peace on Earth, 
Good Will to Men.’’—Henry W. Grady in Atlanta Constitution, Decem- 
ber 26, 1888. 
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Henry W. Grady Dead 
Fifty Years Today 


IFTY years ago, this Christmas Eve, Henry W. Grady departed from this 
world with characteristic suddenness, while a stunned nation mourned that 


he left “his great work unfinished.” 


The artist, Victor, in a masterful drawing reproduced today on this page 
of The Constitution Magazine, summarized the deep sense of national loss 


which swept from coast to coast. 
Another great editor of 
of Louisville, commented: 


that day, the distinguished Henry Waterson, 


“The sense of grief and regret attained the dignity of a national be- 
reavement, and was at one and the same time both public and personal .. . 
He (Grady) was, indeed, the hope and the expectancy of the young South, the 
one publicist of the New South, who, inheriting the spirit of the old, yet had 
realized the present, and looked into the future, with the eyes of a statesman 
and the heart of a patriot . . . That he should be cut down upon the threshold 
of a career, for whose magnificent development and broad usefulness all was 
prepared, seemed a cruel dispensation of Providence.” 


In a volume of comment on the life 
and work of Henry W. Grady, publishea 
shortly after his death, this story was 


told: 

A friend inquired of the weeping mother: 
‘How is Mr. Grady?” The reply came: 
“There seems to be no hope.” “Surely,” 
said the anxious friend, “he will not die; 
he yet has work to do.” The heart-broken 


mother’s answer was as true as it, was 


prophetic—‘Maybe his work is finished.” 

Georgia of today within her four borders 
furnishes the clearest answer to that ques- 
tion of 50 years ago as to whether this 
young man’s work was left unfinished 
when he died December 23, 1889, at the 
age of 39, built into a world figure through 
the unceasing exercise of a matchless in- 
tellect. 

As the editor of The Constitution, Henry 
W. Grady had urged through the columns 
of this newspaper that the South lift it- 
self from the desolation of a post-war pov- 
erty through immediate concentration on 
diversified farming and intelligent market- 
ing of the multiplied products of the soil. 

In his editorials in The Constitution and 
in his public addresses, Henry Grady, ac- 
cording to a commentator of that day, “sug- 
gested and fostered the public improve- 
ments. the educational institutions, and the 
industrial enterprises of Atlanta. As if 
they had been his own, he worked to de- 
velop the quarries. The Young Men's 
Christian Association building and the Con- 
federate Soldiers’ Home were beneficiaries 
of his: pen and his purse. A great news- 
paper, a beautiful young city, factories, 
marble quarries, coal and iron mines, 
farms more fertile and more profitable, a 
new prosperity throughout the South, bear 
witness to his ability.” 

Henry Grady died fighting for the agri- 
cultural and industrial development of the 
South. In his last speech, just after he had 
contracted a cold while standing on wind- 
and rain-swept Plymouth Rock, a cold 
which developed into pneumonia the next 
day and from which he died just a few 
days after he was brought home from 
Boston, he told of the burial of a Southern 
soldier in Pickens county, Georgia: 

“They buried him in the midst of a 
marble quarry; they cut through solid mar- 
ble to make his grave; and yet a little 
tombstone they put above him was from 
Vermont. They buried him in the heart 
of a pine forest, and yet the pine coffin 


was imported from Cincinnati. They bur- 
1 A 
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ied him within touch of an iron mine, and 
yet the nails in his coffin and the iron in 
the shovel that dug his grave were im- 
ported from Pittsburgh. They buried him 
by the side of the best sheep-grazing coun- 
try on the earth, and yet the wool in the 
coffin bands themselves were brought 
from the North. The South didn’t furnish 
a thing on earth for that funeral but the 
corpse and the hole in the ground. There 
they put him away and the clods rattled 
down on his coffin, and they buried him in 
a New York coat and a Boston pair of 
shoes and a pair of breeches from Chicago 
and a shirt from Cincinnati, leaving him 
nothing to carry into the next world with 
him to remind him of the country in which 
he lived and for which he had fought for 
four years, but the chilled blood in his 
veins and the marrow in his bones.” 

From a man who worked beside Grady, 
the distinguished Joel Chandler Harris, au- 
thor of the “Uncle Remus’ and 
contributor to the colorful columns of 
The Constitution, has come this comment: 

“He (Grady) was identtfied with every 
public movement that took shape in At- 
Janta, and the people were always sure 
that his interest and his influence were on 
the side of honesty and justice. But his 
energies took a wider range. He was the 
very embodiment of the spirit which he 
aptly named ‘The New South’—the New 
South that, reverently remembering and 
emulating the virtues of the old, and 
striving to forget the bitterness of the 
past, turns its face to the future and seeks 
to adapt itself to the conditions with which 
an unsuccessful struggle has environed it, 
and to turn them to its profit. Of the New 
South, Mr. Grady was the prophet, if not 
the pioneer. He was never tired of preach- 
ing about the rehabilitation of this section. 
Much of the marvelous development that 
has taken place in the South in the past 10 
years has been due to his eager and per- 
sistent efforts to call the attention of the 
world to her vast resources. In his news- 
paper, in his speeches, in his contributions 
to Northern periodicals, this was his theme. 
No industry was too small to command his 
attention and his aid, and none was larger 
than his expectations.” 

Modern Georgia is throbbing testimony, 
in itself, that Henry Grady did not leave 
his great work unfinished. He pointed the 
way and the path has been followed. He 
told Georgia how to build and Georgia has 
built and will continue to build. He ener- 
gized agriculture, industry and commerce, 
just as he energized a listless journalism 
before he passed on—his job completed. 
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THE NEW SOUTH 


Henry Grady's Great Speech 
Which Stirred a Nation 


q>: THE 21st of December, 1886, Mr. 


Grady, in response to an urgent in- 

vitation, delivered the following Ad- 
dress at the banquet of the New England 
Club, New York: 

“There was a South of slavery and se- 
cession—that South is dead. There is a 
south of union and freedom—that South. 
thank God, is living, breathing, growin 
every hour.” These words, delivered from 
the infmortal lips of Benjamin H. Hill, 
at Tammany Hall, in 1866, true then and 
truer now, I shall make my text tonight. 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: Let me 
express to you my appreciation of the kind- 
ness by which I am permitted to address 
you. I make this abrupt acknowledgment 
advisedly, for I feel that if, when I raise 
my provincial voice in ancient and 
august presence, it could find courage for 
no more than the opening sentence. It 
would be well if in that sentence I had 
met in a rough sense my obligation as a 
guest, and had perished, so to speak, with 
courtesy on my lips and grace in my 
heart. 

Permitted, through your 
cztch my second wind, let 
appreciate the significance 
first Southerner to speak at this board, 
which bears the substance, if it surpasses 
the semblance, of original New England 
hospitality—and honors the sentiment that 
in turn honors you, but in which my per- 
sonality is lost, and the compliment to my 
people made plain. 

I bespeak the utmost stretch of your 
courtesy tonight. I am not troubled about 
those from whom I[ come. You remember 
the man whose wife sent him to a neigh- 
bor with a pitcher of milk, and who, trip- 
ping on the top step, fell with such casual 
interruptions as the landings afforded into 
he basement, and, while picking himself 
up, had the pleasure of hearing his wife 
call out: “John, did you break the 
pitcher?” 

“No, I didn’t,” said John, “‘but; I'll be 
dinged if I don't.” 

So, while those who call me from behind 
may inspire me with energy, if not with 
courage, I ask an indulgent hearing from 
you. I beg that you will bring your full 
faith in American fairness and frankness 
to judgment upon what I Shall say. There 
was an old preacher once who told some 
boys of the Bible lesson he was going to 
read in tRe morning. The boys, finding 
the place, glued together the connecting 
pages. The next morning he read on the 
bottom of one page, “When Noah was 120 
years old he took unto himself a wife, who 
was'’—then turning the page—‘140 cubits 
long—40 cubits wide, built of gopher wood 
—and covered with pitch inside and out.” 
He was naturally puzzled at this. He read 
it again, verified it, and then said: “My 
friends, this is the first time I ever met 
this in the Bible, but I accept this as an 
evidence of the assertion that we are fear- 
fully and wonderfully made. If |] 
get vou to hold such faith tong! 
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cans there will be plenty and to spare for 
your forefathers and for mine. 

Dr. Talmage has drawn for you, with 
a master’s hand, the picture of your re- 
turning armies. He has told you how, in 
the pomp and circumstance of war, they 
came back to you, marching with proud 
and victorious tread, reading their glory 
in a nation’s eyes! Will you bear with 
me while I tell you of another army that 
sought its home at the close of the late war 
——an army that marched home in defeat 
and not in victory—in pathos and not in 
splendor, but in glory that equaled yours, 
and to hearts as loving as ever welcomed 
heroes home! 

Let me picture to you the footsore Con- 
federate soldier as, buttoning up in his 
faded gray jacket the parole which was 
to bear testimony to his children of his 
fidelity and faith, he turned his face south- 
ward from Appomattox in April, 1865. 
Think of him as ragged, half-starved, 
heavy-hearted, enfeebled by want and 
wounds. Having fought to exhaustion, he 
surrenders his gun, wrings the hands of 
his comrades in silence and, lifting his tear- 
Stained and pallid face for the last time 
to the graves that dot old Virginia hills, 
pulls his gray cap over his brow and be- 
gins the slow and painful journey. 

What does he find—let me ask you who 
went to your homes eager to find, in the 
welcome you had justly earned, full pay- 
ment for four years’ sacrifice—what does 
he find when, having followed the battle- 
Stained cross against overwhelming odds, 
‘reading death not half so much as sur- 
render, he reaches the home he left so 
prosperous and beautiful? He finds his 
house in ruins, his farm devastated, his 
slaves free, his stock killed, his barns 
empty, his trade destroyed, -his money 
worthless, his social system, feudal in its 
magnificence, swept away; his people with- 
out law or legal status; his comrades slain, 
and the burdens of others heavy on his 
shoulders. Crushed by defeat, his very 
traditions are gone. Without money, credit, 
employment, material or training; and, be- 
side all this, confronted with the gravest 
problem that ever met human intelligence 
—the establishment of a status for the vast 
body of his liberated slaves. 

What does he do—this hero in gray 
with a heart of gold? Does he sit down 
in sullenness and despair? Not for a day. 
Surely God, who had stripped him of his 
prosperity, inspired him in his adversity. 
As ruin was never before so overwhelming, 
never was restoration swifter. 

The soldier stepped from the trenches 
into the furrow; horses that had charged 
Federal guns marched before the plow, 
and fields that ran red with human blood 
in April were green with the’ harvest in 
June; women reared in luxury cut up their 
dresses and made breeches for their hus- 
bands, and, with a patience and heroism 
that hit women always as a garment, gave 
their hands to work. There was little bit- 
terness in all this. Cheerfulness and 
frankness prevailed. “Bill Arp” struck the 
keynote when he said: “Well, I killed as 
many of them as they did of me, and now 
I'm going to work.” So did the soldier re- 
turning home after defeat and roasting 
some corn on the roadside who made the 
remark to his comrades: ‘‘You may leave 
the South if you want to, but I’m going 
to Sandersville, kiss my wife and raise a 
crop, and if the Yankees fool with me any 
more, I'll whip ’em again.” 

I want to say to General Sherman, who 
is considered an able man in our parts, 
though some people think he is a kind of 
careless man about fire, that from the 
ashes he left us in 1864 we have raised a 
brave and beautiful citv; that somehow or 
other we have caught the sunshine in the 
bricks and mortar of our homes, and have 
builded therein not one ignoble prejudice 
or memory. 

But what is the sum of our work? We 
have found out that in the summing up 
the free negro counts more than he did as 
a Slave. We have planted the schoolhouse 
on the hilltop and made it free to white 
and black. Ve have sowed towns and 
ities in the place of theories, and put busi- 
ness above politics. We have challenged 
your spinners in Massachusetts and your 
iron-makers in Pennsylvania. We have 
learned that the $40,000,000 annually re- 
eeived from our cotton crop will make us 
rich men when the supplies that make it 
are home-raised. We have reduced the 
commercial rate of interest from 24 to 6 
per cent, and are floating 4 per cent bonds. 
We have learned that one Northern immi- 
grant is worth 50 foreigners and have 
smoothed the path to Southward, wiped 
out the place where Mason and _ Dixon’s 
line used to be, and hung out the latch- 
String to vou and yours. 

We have reached the point that marks 
perfect harmony in every household. when 

husband confesses that the pies which 

his wife cooks are as good as those his 
mother used to bake: and we admit that 
in shines as brightly and the moon 
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rs. Ann Gartrell Grady, attended

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to make slavery the cornerstone of the 
Confederacy doomed us to defeat as far 
as they could, committing us to a cause 
that reason could not defend or the sword 
maintain in sight of advancing civilization. 
Had Mr. Toombs said, which he did 
not say, “that he would call the roll of 
his slaves at the foot of Bunker Hill,” he 
would have been foolish, for he might have 
known that whenever slavery became en- 
tangled in war it must perish, and that 
the chattel in human flesh ended forever 
in New England when your fathers—not 
to be blamed for parting with what didn't 
pay—sold their slaves to our fathers—not 
to be praised for knowing a paying thing 
when they saw it. The relations of the 
Southern people with the negro are close 
and cordial. We remember with what 
fidelity for four years he guarded our de- 
fenseless women and children, whose hus- 
bands and. fathers were fighting against 
his freedom. To his eternal credit be it 
said that whenever he struck a blow for 
his own liberty he fought in open battle, 
anil when at last he raised his black and 
humble hands that the shackles might be 
struck off, those hands were innocent of 
wrong against his helpless charges, and 
worthy to be taken in loving grasp by every 
man who honors loyalty and devotion. 
Ruffians have maltreated him, rascals have 
misled him, philanthropists established a 
bank for him, but the South, with the 
i protests against injustice to this 
and sincere people. 
liberty and enfranchisement is as far 
w can carry the negro. The rest must 
conscience and common sense. 
must be left to those among whom his 
lot is cast, with whom he is indissolubly 
connected, and whose prosperity depends 
upon their possessing his intelligent sym- 
ynathy and confidence. Faith has been kept 
th him, in spite of calumnious assertions 
the contrary by those who assume to 
k for us or by frank opponents. Faith 
will be kept with him in the future, if 
the South holds her reason and integrity. 
But have we kept faith with you? In 
the fullest sense, yes. When Lee surren- 
dered—I don’t.say when Johnston surren- 
dered, because I understand he still alludes 
to the time when he met General Sherman 
last as the time when he determined to 
abandon any further prosecution of the 
truggle—when Lee surrendered, I say, and 
Johnson quit, the South became, and has 
since been, loyal to this Union. We fought 
hard enough to know that we were 
whipped, and in perfect frankness accept 
as final the arbitrament of the sword to 
which we had appealed. The South found 
her jewel in the toad’s head of defeat. The 
shackles that had held her in narrow limi- 
tations fell forever when the shackles of 
> slave were broken. Under the 
gime the negroes were slaves to the 
1; the South 
ntation, with its simple «police 
and feudal habit. was the only 
type possible under slavery. Thus was 
gathered in the hands of_a splendid and 
chivalric oligarchy the substance that 
should have been diffused among the peo- 
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ple, as the rich blood, under certain arti- 
ficial conditions, is gathered at the heart, 
filling that with affluent rapture but leav- 
ing the body chill and colorless, 

The old South rested everything on slav- 
ery and agriculture, unconscious that these 
could neither give nor maintain healthy 
growth. The new South presents a per- 
fect democracy, the oligarchs leading in 
the popular movement—a _ social system 
compact and closely knitted, less splendid 
on the surface, but stronger at the core—a 
hundred farms for every plantation, fifty 
homes for every palace—and a diversified 
industry that meets the complex needs of 
this complex age. 

The new South is enamored of her new 
work. Her soul is stirred with the breath 
of a new life. The light of a grander day 
is falling fair on her face. She is thrilling 
with the consciousness of growing power 
and prosperity. As she stands upright, 
full-statured and equal among the people 
of the earth, breathing the keen air and 
looking out upon the expanded horizon, 
she understands that her emancipation 
came because through the inscrutable wis- 
dom of God her honest purpose was 
crossed, and her brave armies were beaten. 

This is said in no spirit of time-serving 
or apology. The South has nothing to take 
back, 

In my native town of Athens is a monu- 
ment that crowns its central hill—a plain, 
white shaft. Deep cut into its shining side 
is a name dear to me above the names of 
men—that of a brave and simple man who 
died in brave and simple faith. Not for 
all the glories of New England, from 


Plymouth Rock all the way, would I 
exchange the heritage he left me in his 
soldier’s death. To the foot of that I shall 
send my children’s children to reverence 
him who ennobled their name with his 
heroic blood. But, sir, speaking from the 
shadow of that memory which I honor as 
I do nothing else on earth, I say that the 
cause in which he suffered and for which 
he gave his life was adjudged by higher 
and fuller wisdom than his or mine, and I 
am glad that the omniscient God held the 
balance of battle in His Almighty hand 
and that human slavery was swept forever 
from American soil—that the American 
Union was saved from the wreck of war. 

This message, Mr. President, comes to 
you from consecrated ground. Every foot 
of soil about the city in which I live is 
sacred as a battleground of the Republic. 
Every hill that invests it is hallowed to 
you by the blood of those who died hope- 
less, but undaunted, in defeat—sacred soil 
to all of us—rich with memories that 
make us purer and stronger and better— 
silent but staunch witnesses in its red 
desolation of the matchless valor of Ameri- 
can hearts and the deathless glory of 
American arms—speaking an_ eloquent 
witness in its white peace and prosperity 
to--the indissoluble union of American 
States and the imperishable brotherhood 
of the American people. 

Now, what answer has New England to 
this message? Will she permit the preju- 
dice of war to remain in the hearts of the 
conquerors, when it has died in the hearts 
of the conquered? Will she transmit this 
prejudice to the next generation, that in 


their hearts which never felt the generous 
ardor of conflict it may perpetuate itself? 
Will she withhold, save in strained cour- 
tesy, the hand which straight from his 
soldier’s heart Grant offered to Lee at 
Appomattox? Will she make the vision of 
a restored and happy people, which gath- 
ered above the couch of your dying cap- 
tain, filling his heart with grace, touching 
his lips with praise, and glorifying his path 
to the grave— will she make this vision on 
which the last sigh of his expiring soul 
breathed a benediction, a cheat. and 
delusion? 

If she does, the South, never abject in 
asking for comradeship, must accept with 
dignity its refusal; but if she does not 
refuse to accept in frankness and sincerity 
this message of good will and friendship, 
then will the prophecy of Webster, deliv- 
ered in this very society forty years ago 
amid tremendous applause, become true, 
be verified in its fullest sense, when he 
said: “Standing hand to hand and clasping 
hands, we should remain united as we have 
been for sixty years, citizens of the same 
country, members of the same government, 
united, all united now and united forever.” 
There have been difficulties, contentions, 
and controversies, but 1 tell you that in 
my judgment, 

“Those opened eyes, 
Which like the meteors of a troubled 
heaven, 

All of one nature, of one substance bred, 

Did lately meet in th’ intestine shock, 

Shall now, in mutual well beseeming 

ranks, 

March all one way.” 
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the heights of charity and unselfishness 
on which he always stood. He wrought the 
most unique manifestation of prompt and 
thoughtful benevolence that is to be found 
recorded in modern times. The day before 
Christmas was bitter cold, and the night fell 
still colder, giving promise of the coldest 
weather that had been felt in Georgia for 
many years. The thermometer fell to zero, 
and it was difficult for comfortably clad 


people to keep warm even by the fires that 


plenty had provided, and it was certain 
that there would be terrible suffering 
among the poor of the city. The situation 
Was one that appealed in the strongest 
manner to Mr. Grady’s sympathies. It ap- 
pealed, no doubt, to the sympathies of all 
charitably-disposed people: but the“~shame 
of modern charity is its lack of activity. 
People are horrified when starving people 
are found near their doors, when a poo! 
woman wanders about the streets unt! 
death comes to her relief; they seem to 
forget that it is the duty of charity to act 
as well as to give. 

“Mr. Grady was a man of action. He did 
not wait for the organization of a relief 
committee, and the meeting of prominent 
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citizens to devise ways and means for dis- 
pensing alms. He was his own committee. 
His plans were instantly formed and 
promptly carried out. The organization was 
complete the moment he determined that 
the poor of Atlanta should not suffer for 
lack of food, clothing, or fuel. He sent his 
reporters out into the highways and by- 
ways, and into every nook and corner of 
the city. He took one assignment for him- 
self. and went about through the cold from 
house to house. He had a consultation 
with the mayor at midnight, and cases of 


eactual suffering were relieved then and 


there. : 
“The next morning, which was Sunday, 


the columns of The Constitution teemed 
with the results of the investigation which 
Mr. Grady and his reporters had made. 
A stirring appeal was made in the edi- 
torial columns for aid to the poor—such 
an appeal as only Mr. Grady could make. 
The plan of relief was carefully made out. 
The Constitution was prepared to take 
charge of whatever the charitably disposed 
might feel inclined to send to its office— 
and whatever was sent should be sent 
early. 

“The effect of this appeal was astonish- 


* ing—magical, in fact. It seemed impossible 
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to Grady 


to believe that any human agency should 
bring about such a result. By eight o'clock 


on Christmas morning—the day being Sun- 
day—the street in front of The Constitu- 
tion office was jammed with wagons, drays 
and vehicles ‘of all kinds, and the office 
itself was transformed into a vast depot 
of supplies. The merchants and business 
men had opened their stores as well as 
their hearts, and the coal and wood dealers 
had given the keys of their establishments 
into the gentle hands of charity. Men who 
were not in business subscribed money 
and this rose into a considerable sum. When 
Mr. Grady arrived on the scene, he gave a 
shout of delight, and cut up antics as joy- 
ous as those of a schoolboy. Then he pro- 
ceeded to business. He had everything in 
his head, and he organized his relief trains 
and put them in motion more rapidly than 
any general ever did. By noon, there was 
not a man, woman, or child, white or black, 
in the city of Atlanta that lacked any of 
the necessaries of life, and to such an ex- 
tent had the hearts of the people been 
stirred that a large reserve of stores was 
left over after everybody had been sup- 
plied. It was the happiest Christmas day 
the poor of Atlanta ever saw, and the 
happiest person of all was Henry Grady.”

(‘Bill Arp’’ was another of the famous con- 
tributors ta the columns of The Constitution in 
the era of Henry W. Grady.

T IS a sad time to write a Sunday let- 
| ter. The burial of Henry Grady has 

left everybody sad who knew him. We 
have not missed him yet. A few have 1n 
his household and his editorial sanctum, 
but we who saw him only now and then, 
and the thousands who never saw him, but 
who loved and honored him, have not 
missed him. Perhaps we will not until some 
emergency comes, some trial of our pa- 
tience, some vindictive encroachment, some 
calumny, and then we will sigh for Grady. 
A few years ago Ben Hill stood in the 
breach, and we felt that we were safe, and 
we were. When he died we felt like the 
soldiers felt when Stonewall Jackson died. 
The years rolled on, and northern calumny 
seemed to gather strength and bitterness, 
when suddenly a pleading voice was heard 
that electrified the nation. The boy stood 
bravely among the best and proudest of 
nur accusers, and dared to tell them what 
they did not know. Without a herald, with- 
out prestige, without pelitical training, 
without cultivated oratory, he embraced 
them with the beautiful eloquence of truth, 
and the South wept tears of Joy at his 
triumph. But recently he stood again, and 
seemingly without an effort established 
himself as the peerless orator of the nation, 
and so grandly did he champion Our cause 
that even New England blushed that she 
had ever doubted our honor or our faith, 
Did ever a star rise so rapidly to the zenith 
and shine so resplendent and attract the 
admiring gaze of so many millions of won- 
dering people, That star has gone—van- 
ished—called in by the fiat of the Al- 
mighty. When will another come? 

Henry Grady was a boy—nothing but 
a boy—-we all called him Henry. His 
smooth and boyish face and laughing eyes 
and merry voice did hardly become a man, 
He had to be deeply impressed. With the 
deep concern or the peril of anything to 
put off his boyish ways. Only a few years 
ago I rode with him and two friends in the 
country, and seeing a squirrel cross the 
road he leaned from the carriage and 
chased him far down in the woods, He 
came back laughing and panting, and sald, 
“I would have caught i—if I had 
been a dog.” He loved the bovs and the 
boyish sports, and once remarked that he 
would go to school again if he-was not 
ashamed. Said he wanted to play marbles 
and sky-ball, and would try a game ol 
mumble-peg with a newsboy If there was 
nobody watching him. When baseball’ came 
on-the carpet he was delighted, for it gave 

ven a man a chance to be a boy again. He 
joined in the sport with eager enthusiasm, 
and kept it alive, and became for a while 
its champion.

Some years ago I happened in Atlanta 
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upon the day that Cox killed Alston— 
Alston, who was Grady’s friend, and Grady 
loved him like a brother. The town was 
wild. There was hurrying to and fro as the 
excitement intensified, and Henry Grady 
was by turns the center of every crowd. 
Horrorstricken, shocked and grieved, he 
told and retold the sad news in all its tragic 
details, seeking and courting sympathy 
from every listener, and every little while 
Howell would call him gently away and 
say: “Can't you go to the office now? This 
thing must be written up, you know.” All 
the evening Howell watched and waited, 
and every time he urged Grady to go he 
said: “I will; please wait just a moment, 
I promise you I will go directly; there 1s 
time enough.” As fresh listeners joined the 
crowd Grady would tell it all again, and 
grieve again, and so the night came on, and 
8 o'clock and 9 o'clock, and 10, and the 
paper must go to press at 3. Finally Howell 
became desperate, and seizing him by the 
arm, he forced him bodily to the building 
and up the stairs and into his room and 
then locked the door and begged him to 
write. And he did write. We have not yet 
forgotten that wonderful, thrilling narra- 
tive that appeared the next morning and 
covered an entire page of the paper, A 
homicide was never so written up before 
nor since. With eyes in tears and trembling 
fingers he dashed off sheet after sheet to 
the utmost precision of detail—the incep- 
tion, the provocation, the extenuation and 
the consummation—and clothed it all in 
such pathetic, passionate language that 
seemed to have been written with the tears 
that fell upon his pen. In two hours his 
work was finished, and he went wearily to 
bed. 

As we walked to the church Robert 
Hemphill said, “This beautiful Christmas 
day just fits his character—summer in the 
midst of winter. 

“Every morning he was at my desk, and 
brought sunshine with him. Eagerly he 
ran over the merning’s mail, and what 
there was good In it he read aloud and 
made his comments as he read. The week- 
ly paper was his pet; and as the Increased 
and daily increasing subscriptions came 
pouring in he was happy, and declared it 
would go to 200,000 in 1890. ‘It shall do it,’ 
he said. ‘And, Bob, I want you to telegraph 
me every day while I am gone to Boston. 
When the receipts get to $2,000 a day wire 
me until you find me, for it will make me 
so happy. ” “They have passed the mark,” 
said Bob. “They are now $2,400. but he 
never knew it. Yes, I shall miss him more 
than any one in the office. My morning 
comforter is gone.” 


Henry Grady had just attained his ma- 
jority when he came to Rome and begar 
his career as a journalist. Very soon he 
mingled socially with the young men, and 
became their leader and their pet. He had 
no aristocratic circle of friends. He never 
had. Zeke Edge, the bright, cheerful shoe- 
maker, was as dear to him as the bon ton 
of the town, and Zeke knew it, and loved 
him. I know he loved him, for he came 
from far to his funeral, and I saw him 
weeping at his bier. Grady easily molded 
the young men of all classes to his gentle 
persuasive will. In later vears he advanced 
his mental and social forces among. the 
mature and the aged. and became their 
confidant and their comfort. What a shock, 


a cruel shock, was his death to Chief Jus- 
tice Bleckley and the venerable and 
venerated Campbell Wallace. “God did not 
take you nor me, my friend,” Said the 
judge to me, “but he set the dial back and 
took Grady in his prime.” He Was a born 
leader among nyren, not for gain, nor for 
office, but for measures and the advance- 
ment of those he loved. What he made he 
scattered with a lavish Nand: and there 
was no charity, no high and noble enter- 
prise, no progress that he did not foster, He 
was Atlanta’s unselfish friend. He lost 
thousands in seeking to promote her wel- 
fare; and Atlanta owes it all back to him 
with interest compounded— owes it to his 
dear old mother and-his sister, and his 
wife and children..I thought of this Wed- 
nesday while Dr. Morrison was praying for 
them in that great prayer, the greatest l 
ever heard in all my life. It was good to be 
there and listen to his Slow and measured 
and trembling words as he breathed them 
out in broken-hearted tones to God. It was 
good to feel the breathless stillness of that 
vast assembly of mourners. It Was good to 
drink into the heart the touching strains of 
music as they sung Henry Grady’s tavorite 
hymn—‘We Shall Gather at the River.” 


When his good mother first came to him 
from her distant home and found him half 
conscious, half delirious, he drew her to 
his bosom, and, with that song in his heart, 
said: “Mother, my feet are already in the 
water.” And they were. He Knew that he 
was crossing the river. Georgia has fol- 
lowed Grady wherever he dared to go. 
How easily he made governors and judges 
and senators when he willed it, and threw 
himself within the breach. How easily he 
captured Boston with all her exacting, 
critical rigidity of culture; and had he lived 
to stand before the other great centers of 
the North, he would have captured them, 
too, and would have revolutionized their 
sentiments and brought harmony and peace 
out of discord. To read him comes nearer 
doing it than to read the utterances of any 
other man. But to hear him and see him 
and feel him was to surrender to him and 
become willing prisoners to truth. ‘lhe 
secret of all this was his earnest, pleading 
patriotism. Neither party nor partisanship 
was in it, nor office nor the hope thereot. 
Fortified by truth and love, he carried no 
other lance. Having never held office, he 
was fettered by no rules of political war- 
fare. He did not seek to vanquish any 
foes. His ambition was to win them. Added 
to the righteousness of his cause, he pos- 
sessed the highest elements of oratory— 
sincerity and the pathos of language. His 
most intimate friends hardly knew the ex- 
tent of his varied and wonderful gifts, He 
did not Know them himself until he had 
tried them. It is amazing that he dared to 
try them when and where he did. Like the 
proud bird that poises on the loftiest pin- 
nacle, and then soaring easily and grace- 
fully above, attracts the admiring gaze of 
those below. 


But the world moves On and the people 
will die—the noble and the ignoble. As 
fast as the ranks are broken we seem to 
hear the ceaseless ticking of the clock and 
the voice of old Father Time, saying: 
“Close up; close up.” With smiles and with 
tears we are all marching to the grave. 
There is no stop—no halt, no rest, and the 
Lord expects every man to do his duty. 


HOSE who knew Mr. Grady best and 
therefore loved him most were quick 
to express their poignant grief. Some 
of these tributes of affection were pathetic 
and beautiful, and will take a permanent 
place in literature. This volume would be 
incomplete if these were omitted, so some 
of the best of them are given below. 
Under the heading, “Lessons of a Noble 
Life,’ Mr. Joel Chandler Harris (“Uncle 
Remus”) thus voices his grief in columns 
of The Atlanta Constitution: 


“In contemplating a catastrophe so sud- 
den and so far-reaching as the death of 
Henry Grady, even sorrow becomes in- 
significant. Before such a mysterious 
dispensation of an All-Wise Providence 
affection itself must stand with bowed 
head and bated breath. The effects of 
such a calamity are greater than sorrow 
can conceive or affection contemplate. 
Personal bereavement has its limitations, 
and the most profound grief a narrower 
environment than most of us are willing 
to admit; but the taking off of such a 
man as Henry Grady is in the nature of a 
disaster that is irreparable. Losses by fire 
and flood and by convulsions of the great 
globe itself may be repaired and replaced, 
but the loss of such a man as Henry Grady 
is beyond repair. It is a calamity the full 
extent of which cannot now be realized. 

“Something of this sort the writer 
hereof, hastily summoned to prepare a 
brief editorial announcement, endeavored 
to say yesterday morning. But what he 
said was trivial and insignificant. The 
words, weak as they were, faltered on his 
trembling pen, and came not at his com- 
manding. 


“Over the silent streets the mists hung 
heavy, and the dull skies seemed .to be 
filled with grief and gloom. Laborers 
going to their daily tasks paused to hear 
the sad tidings and went away weeping. 
There was no room in any heart but for 
grief and regret. The pen that could write 
nimbly enough on commonplace matters 
was paralyzed when it came to comment 
on the death of a dear friend and comrade. 

“T have said that the-loss which the

in his eyes that the coming years will not 
give to this people a leader so thoroughly 
and so unselfishly devoted to their inter- 
Those who suffer all the pangs of 
personal bereavement are still conscious 
that the loss of the country is larger and 
more important. For here was a man 
unique among men who seemed set apart 
for a special purpose—a man who seemed 
to understand and appreciate his destiny, 
and who went forward to fulfill it, his 
face radiant with the flush of life and 
hope, his dark eyes luminous with the fires 
of genius and his voice musical with a 
message of peace and unity and good will. 
Here was a leader in the full flush of 
young manhood, who drove sectionalism 
and partisan rancor into hiding, and whose 
silver tongue enthralled strange audiences. 
But, behold! he is passed away, and there 
is none to come after him. 


“It was my good fortune to know Henry 
Grady when he was little more than a boy. 
Nearly twenty years ago I met him in 
Rome, while he was editing the Commer- 
cial. Something that he had written over 
the signature of “King Hans’’—something 
that I had written in the Savannah News—- 
drew us into correspondence, and the cor- 
respondence led to a rneeting. The Rome 
Commercial was not by any means a great 
newspaper. It was Henry Grady’s play- 
thing—a toy—an experiment. It was 
managed as a boy would manage it, and 
yet its editorial columns were the most 
original to be found in the land. They 
were original, and had about them a touch 
of human nature as rare as it was attrac- 
tive. The genius of the boy was feeling 
its way. Inquiring at the Commercial 
office for the editor, I was directed to a 
merry-go-round that had its tent pitched 
on one of the public streets. On one of 
the flying steeds Henry Grady was seated, 
and as soon as the machine could be 
stopped he came to greet me, covered with 
dust and perspiration, and glowing with 
health, strength and enjoyment. 

“From that time to this we have been 
somewhat in touch of each other. From 
that time to this we have been friends, 
comrades and co-workers. Life is so little 


and so large! Looking back over-—tfiese 
pleasant years (that are not the less pleas- 
ant because of their sorrows) all that is 
firm and constant seems to be an illusion, 
and only the dreams seem to be true— 
the vague and troubled dreams that have 
vexed the mind and fretted the under- 
standing. Where is the strength of youth 
and the promise of manhood? What has 
death to do with the rare genius, the ten- 
der humor, the gracious temper and the 
unselfish ambition of this man who is cut 
down before his prime? It is the old 
question, ever asked, and never answered. 
The sun shines brightly, and the world 
goes on, but the man we love, the leader, 
the friend, the comrade—lies dead. And 
yet his works live after him. From every 
part of the country come evidences of the 
impression he has made on the age and 
body of time, and the tributes paid to him 
are of a character to keep his memory 
green. 

“Apart from the divine spark of genius 
that lit its mysterious fires in his brain, 
the most remarkable element of Henry 
Grady’s character was his unselfishness. 
He never held office, he was never a can- 
didate for any office. He was no politician 
in the ordinary meaning of that word. The 
favors he had to ask of a party were not 
for his own profit. His name was men- 
tioned in connection with many high 
offices, but never with his approbation. 
Once there was a movement to nominate 
him as a candidate for Congress. At an- 
other a tremendous pressure was brought 
to bear on him to become a candidate for 
United States Senator. On both occasions 
he spoke his mind freely to those who 
worked with him in the editorial rooms 
of The Constitution. “I do not want 
office,” he said. “It would hamper me. I 
have no armbition in that direction. I am 
in love with my work on the paper, and 
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right there can be no Geubt, and 
the peopie at last came to understand and 
appreciate his position. Never before in 
the history of the country has a private 
citizen. ever received sucn ovations as the 
people have extended to Mr. Grady in all 
parts of the country. Devoted as he was 
to the best interests of the South, he has 
been recognized, wherever he has gone, as 
an American who loved the republic. 

“Perhaps the secret of his wonderful 
success lies in the fact that he was too 
unselfish to be either narrow-minded or 
provincial in his views. In working for 
Atlanta, for Georgia and the South, whate- 
ever he did or said was based on broader 
views and laid on larger lines than any 
of his contemporaries. Whether organiz- 
ing in Atlanta, with incomparable versa- 
tility, a successful exposition, or speaking 
in Boston with matchless eloquence, in 
behalf of the South and its problem, he 
lost sight of his own personality altogether. 
What a lesson is here for those who are

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How Grady Helped a Boy

URING several years in which Henry 
‘Th Grady was the inspiration to the 

personnel of The Constitution, Gur- 
ing the middle eighties, I was the appren- 
tice in the weekly department of The Con- 
stitution composing room. When Mr. 
Grady was preparing his great ‘lexas 
speech, which was one of the series of his 
“Wooing a Nation Into Peace,’ 1t was my 
first duty each morning to take the galley 
proofs to him with instructions to “nibble 
at his elbow until he revises them.” 

The first draft of the speech made 40 
columns of solid (handset) nonpareil. He 
revised and cut at it for ten days, until it 
was boiled down to 13 columns. When Mr. 
Grady was through he wrote at top ot 
first galley proof: “Hold for wire lead— 
Grady.” 

Then he leaned back, stretched with a 
sigh of relief, and, burning me with his 
wonderful eyes, said: “Billy, why arent 
you in school?” 

My answer to this is another story—a 
sad, sad story. Grady knew it before I had 
mustered ten words to tell it. He did not 
wait. but wrote a note on the tail of a 
proof sheet, with a stub of a pencil, to Mr. 
De Give of the Old Opera House. ‘Jhis 
note got for me an unlimited pass to all 
shows. For five years I used it and during 
those years saw the greatest as well as the 
poorest shows that came to Atlanta. I met 
such actors as James O'Neil, George Wil- 
son, Milton and Dollie Nobles, Booth and 
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Barrett, personally ... because I was !m- 
pudent enough to sneak behind the cur- 
tains at times. 

Mr. Grady did not dismiss me from his 
mind and heart. He told “Aunt Susie, 
who edited children’s department, about 
me and she gave me a list of books to 
read—schoolish. books—and Mr. Grady 
gave me “Rob Roy,” “Scottish Chiefs’ and 
the “Vicar of Wakefield” own 
bookshelf. But I was always 
smitten with the theater adventure which 
he provided for me. 

I became acquainted with Scott Thorn- 
ton, the local celebrity, and once I suped 
for him in “Richard the Third.” I was the 
stalwart spearman who marched ahead ol 
the coffin supposed to contain the remains 
of the King. We paused on our way to Me 
grave while Richard wooed the Queen. 
Just at the climax of the wooing things 
began to rain down on the stage. A tomato 
caught Thornton on the Adam's apple, a 
sack of peanuts biffed the Queen's cheek, 
a sack of flour landed on the point of my 
spear, a bunch of bananas Shattered the 
coffin. Something fat like a frog stuffed 
with birdshot landed on my foot, After 
the show was over in a storm of merri- 
ment, I examined my pickup and found it 
to be a purse and in it were 267 pennies— 
not a nickel or dime in lit. 

If I have anything that may be bragged 
about in the way of an education I owe 
it to the inspiration that came to me out 
of Henry Grady’s interest in me at the 
time of his speech making. I may-be seen 
to salute at the intersection of Forsyth and 
Marietta at times, but it is not the cop 1 
am saluting—it is the statue of Henry 
Woodfin Grady. 
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HOME OF HENRY W

ee YHEN I was eighteen years of 
age, | adopted journalism 
as my profession. After 
thirteen years of service, in which I 
have had various fortunes, | can say 
that | have never seen the day when 
| regretted my choice. On the con- 
trgory, | have seen the field of jour- 
nalism so enlarged, its possibilities so 
widened, and its influence so ex- 
tended, that | have come to believe 
earnestly that no man, no matter what 
his calling, his elevation, or his oppor- 
tunity, can equal in dignity, honor, 
and. usefulness the journalist who 
comprehends his position, fairly meas- 
ures his duties, and gives himself en- 
tirely and unselfishly to his work.” 


Thus wrote the man for whom the 
School of Journalism at the oldest char- 
tered state university is named—Henry W. 
Grady. 

During his career as a newspaperman, 
a large delegation of loyal friends and 
admirers presented Henry W. Grady a pe- 
tition signed by a large hhumber of voters, 
asking him to become a candidate for the 
United States congress. Such a petition 
was unusual. Had he yielded to this re- 
quest, he would have been elected without 
opposition. He valued highly the petition 
that was presented to him; but, after think- 
ing matters over thoroughly, he came to 
the conclusion that he should decline to 
become a candidate for any office, and 
should remain in the journalistic ranks. 

The 1939-40 session at the University of 
Georgia marks the 25th anniversary of 
instruction of journalism in Athens. In 
1915 Dr. S. V. Sanford, then a member of 
the English faculty, and now chancellor of 
the university system of Georgia, created 
the school of journalism. In 1921 it ac- 
quired the name of Henry W. Grady, an 
alumnus of the university. The school has 
grown steadily during the years. Degree 
candidates enrolled during the present ses- 
sion total 227, including at least 45 close 
relatives of Georgia and southern editors, 

ublishers, advertising and_ specialized 
publication executives. 

One of four recognized journalism 
schools in the south, the Grady school is 
a member of the American Association of 
Schools and Departments of Journalism, 
the national accrediting organization whose 
membership is limited to those schools 
which have met certain requirements as 
to curriculum, faculty, and equipment. The 
other three are Washington and Lee Uni- 
versity, Louisiana State University, and 
the University of Kentucky. 

Seventy-five per cent of the graduates of 
the school are profitably employed in some 
phase of journalism. They are filling ex- 
cellent positions with newspapers, press 
associations, advertising agencies and de- 
partments, book and magazine publishers, 
schools and colleges, radio stations, and 
specialized publications in all parts of the 
country. 

The school does not aim exclusively to 
train recruits for newspaper work, but 
rather would provide a broad cultural and 
professional education which will be useful 
in any work calling for a knowledge of 
journalism and contemporary affairs. _ 

With reference to.the scope of journalism 
and the kind of education therefor offered 
in the University of Georgia, John E. 
Drewry, director of the Henry W. Grady 
School of Journalism, Says: 

“To the average person, the term jour- 
nalism means newspaper work, perhaps re- 
porting. Important as the newspaper is, 
and essential as is accurate and truthful 
reporting to the welfare of a democracy, 
journalism embraces a great deal more 
than the daily and weekly press. 

“Journalism in the broad sense includes 
metropolitan dailies 
and week lies, press associations and syndi- 
cates, certain phases of the radio, speciale 
ized magazines and trade journals, general 
magazines, Various aspects f book pub- 
lishing, advertising and pu ty. much of 
the production and promotion work in 
motion pictures and the theater, and 
torial. instructional and research work for 
schools, colleges and various social agen- 
cies 

“Many executives and leaders in various 
walks of private and public life have had 
newspaper or other Journalistic experience 
and have testified to the general educa- 
tional value of such work Journalism, 
just as the law, is both a profession within 
itself and an excellent preparation for 
dealing with the multifarious problems of 
life. 

“Just as the term journalism is usually 
interpreted to mean the newspaper,.so the 
expression education in journalism to 
many persons means only vocational | 
aration for newspaper work. Actually 
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sociology and other liberal arts subjects. 

“The A. B. in journalism course, more- 
over, requiring less science and language 
than the traditional A. B., is sufficiently 
flexible to permit the student to take a 
supplementary major in English, history, 
psychology, etc., in addition to that in jour- 
nalism. Thus, for example, a student who 
wishes to be prepared to teach and super- 
vise school publications and publicity may 
take the required courses in education in 
connection with the journalism degree. In 
the same way a student may combine jour- 
nalism with some subject in which he is 
interested.” 

Mr. Grady, whose spirit guides faculty 
and students at the school of journalism in 
Athens bearing his name, in his memorable 
letter to the loyal friends and admirers 
who urged him to run for congress, pointed 
out that “journalism is a jealous profes- 
sion and demands the fullest allegiance of 
those who seek its honors or emoluments. 
Least of all things can it be made the aid 
of the demagogue, or the handmaid of the 
politician. The man who uses his journal 
to subserve his political ambition, or writes 
with a sinister or personal purpose, soon 
loses his power and had best abandon a 
profession he has betrayed. Within my 
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memory there are many striking examples 
of men who have sacrificed the one pro- 
fession only to be sacrificed in the other, 
History has not recorded the name of a 
single man who has been big enough to 
do both. Therefore, devoted as I am to 
my profession, believing as I do that there 
is more of honor and usefulness for me 
along its way than in another path, and 
that my duty is clear and unmistakable, 
I am constrained to reaffirm in my own 
mind and to declare to you the resolution 
I made when I entered journalism, namely, 
that, as long as I remain in its ranks, I 
will not become a candidate for any po- 
litical office, or draw a dollar from any 
public treasury. This rule I have never 
broken, and I hope I never shall.” 

Mr. Grady was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Georgia in 1868. He also at- 
tended the University of Virginia. After 
his college career, he entered journalism. 
He became a correspondent for the New 
York Herald, and in 1876 joined the staff 
of The Atlanta Constitution. In 1880 he 
purchased an interest in The Constitution, 
became its managing editor, and for the 
remainder of his life devoted himself to 
improving the paper and extending its 
usefulness, 


Grady Loved

URING the 1880's, a large group of 
ID friends in Atlanta went north during 

July and August. There was a good 
reason for this annual pilgrimage—there 
were no comfortable seaside resorts in the 
South. In those days, St. Simon’s Island 
was merely a “shanty-town” group of cot- 
tages, and there was but one hotel, a poor 
one. Cumberland Island in those days Was 
unalluring also from a Standpoint of re- 
maining any length of time for a visit. 

We anticipated keenly those trips to the 
seaside resorts of the north. I remember 
the journeys vividly. We traveled by rail 
from Atlanta, by way of Cleveland, Tenn., 
thence to Washington, D. C.—always an 
inspiration to behold—and so to the coast 
of New Jersey. 

The ladies packed all their finery in 
huge Saratoga trunks. Great lunch bas- 
kets were also packed, for this was in the 
days before the modern dining car and the 
wayside places were not attractive or appe- 
tizing. 

We engaged two Pullman cars, but had 
to change cars at Washington, due to the 
gauge of the rails being different in the 
south, 

We left the old Union depot in Atlanta 
at about noon, cheered by hearty good 
wishes from friends who had come to bid 
us bon voyage. 

In the summers of 1883 and 1884, Mr. 
Grady arranged the seaside trips. ‘Ihe 
first one was to Ocean City, Md. This was 
more in the nature of a small, family party. 
The trip in °84 was to Cape May, New Jer- 
sey, situated on the southernmost tip of 
the state and commanding fine views of 
both the Atlanta Ocean and Delaware Bay. 
This trip to Cape May was much larger 
than the one to Ocean City. There were 
other such trips, but I went only on these 
two because my parents took me at other 
times to Newport, R. I., and other fash- 
ionable beaches such as Narragansett and 
Nahant. 

Train trips in those days were not pleas- 
ant. The train itself was hot and stuffy, 
Adding to the discomfort, cinders had the 
annoying habit of blowing in the windows. 
Many of the ladies suffered from attacks 
of car-sickness, 

The gentlemen donned long linen dusters 
and also wore skullcaps. Most of the time 
they remained in the smoker and played 
cards to while away the hours. 

Our darkie maids and valets rode in the 
ordinary day coaches. We could hear 
them loudly bewailing their many discom- 
forts. Only the nurses of the small cnul- 
dren were permitted in the Pullmans. 

When we arose after a night of fitful 
sleep, the. maids and valets would come 
into the cars of the ladies and gentlemen, 
to aid them to get dressed. They Came in 
the Pullmans again at night, to help us 
get ready to retire. 

The trip northward ended in sharp con- 
trast—comfortable and splendid hotels in 
Philadelphia. We remained in this eastern 
metropolis for several days. This gave the 
ladies a chance to do some shopping in 
the fine stores on Chestnut street and gave 
the men opportunity to attend to Dusiness 
matters. 

Many friends in Philadelphia entertained 
us, I recall with particular pleasure Mr. 
B. K. Jamison, a wealthy banker, who 
called for us at the hotel with a splendid 
four-in-hand coach. He drove us far out, 
through the fine parks, and to historic 
points. Several other friends usually 
joined us for afternoon tea or dinner. 

Ocean City was a fashionable and at- 
tractive resort. There was one especialiv 
good hotel, situated near the wide an 
beautiful beach. There was a large danc- 
ing pavilion, with music presented by a 
good orchestra, where the ladies and gen- 
tlemen danced each evening. inhere were 
waltzes, polkas and aquadrilles, called 
square-dances in those days. 

A dancing teacher instructed the children 
in the morning and, at night, we were 


allowed to march around and dance a few 
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the Ocean 


quadrilles. I recall we weren’t very much 
at waltzing, 

Mr. Grady was full of fun and enjoyed 
himself immensely. This was especially 
true of the bathing. As they say today, he 
“sot a kick” out of the surf. He was a 
powerful swimmer. He ventured far out 
beyond the breakers and waved his hands 
at us. 


As the rollers came sweeping in, the 
gentlemen held the ladies by the hands, got 
them beyond the first line of the breakers, 
and “rode the waves” by jumping up as 
the rollers came bubbling in to shore, 

If they got caught in a curling wave, it 
was fun to see them go over, then under 
and then come up, laughing and crying out, 

After our dips in the surf, we all] sat on 
the sands. The ladies removed their caps 
and dried their hair, A final dip—and 
then luncheon, 


At table, Mr, Grady was merry. He kept 
us all in gales of laughter, 


During his stay at the resort, he wrote 
several articles for The Constitution. When 
one of the papers with his article arrived 
at the seaside, the ladies were wild with 
curiosity to know which one of them was 
the beauty he described in the surf? 

He finally admitted that he devised an 
imaginary lady, to maRe his story more 
perfect. As I recall, he wrote in this in- 
stance something about a lady “lying in the 
rolling waves, fair as a lily.” 

At Cape May, we engaged many rooms 
at the very large, very fashionable Hotel 
Stockton, which was situated right on the 
beach, The hotel was packed with assorted 
Yankees. I must admit that teminine 
beauty was not among the attributes of 
such northern people. The men were far 
too dignified. They wore immense beards, 
cut In varlous ways. Even on the beach, 
they stuck to their forma] Prince Albert 
coats. But they really did liven up in the 
surf. JI suppose this was because it is so 
very difficult to remain dignified with 
spray whipping faces and breakers tum- 
bling people around. 

The food and rooms were fine. There 
was a band pavilion, with orchestra con- 
certs every night. There was also dancing 
in a vast expanse of ballroom. 

Mr. Grady danced well and enjoyed it. 
He often led the sets at quadrille. My 
mother and Mrs. Grady were truly beauti- 
ful young matrons. Their costumes were 
most becoming and in perfect taste. 

Years ago, Mrs, Grady Sr. told me that 
when she saw Mr, Grady and “Miss Jule,” 
as we called Mrs, Grady, and my parents 
Standing in a group that they were the 
finest-looking people she had ever seen. 
In that I fully concur. They were a pic- 
ture—two beautiful ladies in animated 
conversation, two handsome men of fine 
form, and so merry. 

The long porch of the hotel faced the 
sea, There were double rows of rocking 
chairs. In the late afternoon, everyone 
came out to sit and to watch the lovely 
sight of the sunset on the broad ocean. Our 
party had chairs in a group. We were 
always merry. I don’t think our merri- 
ment made us popular with the rather 
quiet Yankees. Our party was usually 
called “the southern folks” or “Mr. Grady’s 
party.” 

Twice Mr. Grady arranged very large 
dinner parties. I wasn’t at the dinners but 
saw Mr. Grady directing the florists and 


putting place-cards on the plates; first such 


I had ever seen. [I stayed up late and 
slipped in to see the fine sight. All the 
gentlemen were in evening suits and the 
ladies displayed all the glories of their 


their hair-arrangements. It was all merri- 
ment and Mr. Grady stood up, made a 
short and very witty speech in offering a 
toast in champagne, “To the fairest flowers 
of America, temporarily blooming on a 
beach.” The ladies laughed and clapped 
their hands. I think that all this merri- 
ment rather shook the nerves of the Yan- 
kees, whose habit was to dine in great 
silence. Well, everyone to his own way. 


Grady’s Last Address in Boston 


URING Henry W. Grady’s visit to 

Boston, in 1889, he was a guest of 

the Bay State Club, before which 
he delivered his last public address. The 
morning of that day he had visited Plym- 
outh Rock, a bleak scene in December, 
and on that day, swept by winds and rains, 
Mr. Grady contracted a cold and the next 
day, illness set in which resulted in pneu- 
monia as he was being hurried home. Here 
is the text of that speech: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: I am 
confident you will not expect a speech 
from me this afternoon, especially as my 
voice is in such a condition that I can 
hardly talk. I am free to say that it is 
not a lack of ability to talk, because I am 
a talker by inheritance. My father was an 
Irishman, my mother was a woman; both 
talked. I come by it honestly. 

I don’t know how I could take up any 
discussion here or any topic apart from 
the incidents of the past two days. I saw 
this morning Plymouth Rock. I was, pulled 
up on top of it and was told to make a 
speech. 

It reminded me of an old friend of mine, 
Judge Dooley, of Georgia, who was a very 
provoking fellow and was always getting 
challenged to duels and never fighting 
them. He always got out of it by being 


smarter than the other fellow. One day 
he went out to fight a man with one leg, 
and he insisted on bringing along a bee 
gum and sticking one leg into it so he 
would have no more flesh exposed than 
his antagonist. On the occasion I am 
thinking of, however, he went out to fight 
with a man who had St. Vitus’ danee, and 
the fellow stood before him holding the 
pistol] cocked and primed, his hand shak- 
ing. The judge went quietly and got a 
— stick and stuck it up in front of 

im. 

““What’s that for?” said the man. 

“I want you to shoot with a rest, so that 
if you hit me you will bore only one hole. 
If you shoot me that way you will fill me 
full of holes with one shot.” 

I was reminded of that and forced to 
tell my friends that I could not think of 
speaking on top of Plymouth Rock without 
a rest. 

But I said this, and I want to say it here 
again, for I never knew how true it was 
till I had heard myself say it and had taken 
the evidence of my voice, as well as my 
thoughts—that there is no spot on earth 
that I had rather have seen that that. I 
have a boy who is the pride and the prom- 
ise of my life, and God knows I want him 
to be a good citizen and a good man, and 
there is no spot in all this broad Republic 
nor in all this world where I had rather 
have him stand to learn the lessons of 
right citizenship, of individual liberty, of 
fortitude and heroism and justice, than 
the spot on which I stood this morning, 
reverent and uncovered. 

Now, I do not intend to make a politi- 
cal speech, although when Mr. Cleveland 
expressed some surprise at seeing me here, 
I said: “Why, I am at home now; I was 
out visiting last night.” I -was visiting 
mighty clever folks, but still I wag visiting. 
Now I am at home. 

It is the glory and the promise of democ- 
racy, it seems to me, that its success means 
more than partisanry can mean. I have 
been told that what I said helped the 
Democratic party in this state. Well, the 
chief joy that I feel at that, and that you 
feel, is that, beyond that and above it, it 
helped those larger interests of the Repub- 
lic, and those essential interests of 
humanity that for seventy years the 
Democratic party has stood for, being the 
guarantor and defender. 

Now, Mr. Cleveland last night made—I 
trust this will not get into the papers—one 
of the best Democratic speeches I ever 
heard in my life, and yet all around sat 
Republicans cheering him to the echo. It 
is just simply because he pitched his speech 
on a high key, and because he said things 
that no man, no matter how partisan he 
Was, could gainsay. 

Now it seems to me we do not care much 
for political success in the south—for a 
simple question of spoils or of patronage. 
We wanted to see one Democratic admin- 
istration since General Lee surrendered 
at Appomattox, just to prove to the people 
of this world that the south was not the 
wrong-headed and impulsive and passion- 
ate section she was represented to be. I 
heard last night from Mr. Cleveland, our 
great leader, as he sat by me, that he held 
to be the miracle of modern history the 
conservatism and the temperance and the 
quiet with which the South accepted his 
election, and the few office-seekers in 
comparison that came from that section 
to besiege and importune him. 

Now it seems to me that the struggle in 
this country, the great fight, the roar and 
din of which we already hear, is a fight 
against the consolidation of power, the 
concentration of capital, the diminution of 
local sovereignty and the dwarfing of the 
individual citizen. Boston is the home of 
the one section of a nationalist party that 
claims that the remedy for all our troubles, 
the way in which Dives, who sits inside the 
gate, shall be controlled, and the poor 
Lazarus who sits outside shall be lifted up, 
is for the government to usurp the func- 
tions of the citizen and take care of all his 
affairs. It is the Democratic doctrine that 
the citizen is the master and that the best 
guarantee of this government is not gar- 
nered powers at the capital, but diffused 
intelligence and liberty among the people. 

My friend, General Collins—who, by the 
way, captured my whole state and abso- 
lutely conjured the ladies—when he came 
down there talked about this to us, and he 
gave us a train of thought that we haye 
improved to advantage. 

It is the pride, I believe, of the South, 
with her simple faith and her homogenous 
people, that we elevate there the citizen 
above the party, and the citizen above 
everything. We teach a man that his best 
guide at last is his own conscience, that 
his sovereignty rests beneath his hat, that 
his own right arm and his own stout heart 
are his best dependence; that he should 
rely on his state for nothing that he can 
do for himself. and on his government for 
nothing that his state can do for him; but 
that he should stand’ upright and self- 
respecting, dowering his family in the 
sweat of his brow, loving to his state, loyal 
to his Republic, earnest in his allegiance 
wherever it rests, but building at last his 
altars above his own hearthstone and 
shrining his own liberty in his own heart. 
That is a sentiment that I would not have 
been afraid to avow last night. And yet 
it is mighty good democratic doctrine, too. 

I went to Washington the other day and 
I stood on the Capitol hill and my heart 
beat quick as I looked at the towering 
marble of my country’s Capitol, and a mist 
gathered in my eyes as I thought of its 
tremendous significance, of the armies and 
the treasury, and the judges and the Presi- 
dent. and the Congress and the courts, and 
all that was gathered there; and I felt that 
the sun in all its course could not look 
down on a better sight than that majestic 
home of a Republic that has taught the 
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world its best lessons of liberty. And I 
felt that if honor and wisdom and justice 
abided therein, the world would at last 
owe that great house, in which the ark of 
the covenant of my country is lodged, its 
final uplifting and its regeneration. 

But a few days afterwards I went to 
visit a friend in the country, a modest man, 
with a quiet country home. It was just 
a simple, unpretentious house, set about 
with great trees and encircled in meadow 
and field rich with the promise of harvest; 
the fragrance of the pink and the holly- 
hock in the front yard was mingled with 
the aroma of the orchard and the garden, 
and the resonant clucking of poultry and 
the hum of bees., Inside was quiet, cleanli- 
ness, thrift, and eomfort. 

Outside there stood my friend, the mas- 
ter—a simple, independent, upright man, 
with no mortgage on his roof, no lien on 
his growing crops—master of his land and 
master of himself. There was the old 
father, an aged and trembling man, but 
happy in the heart and home of his son. 
And, as he started to enter his home, the 
hand of the old man went down on the 
young man’s shoulder, laying there the 
unspeakable blessing of an honored and 
honorable father, and ennobling it with 
the knighthood of the fifth commandment. 
And as we approached the door the mother 
came, a happy smile lighting up her face, 
while with the rich music of her heart 
she bade her husband and her son wel- 
come to their home. Beyond was the 
housewife, busy with her domestic affairs, 
the loving helpmate of her husband. Down 
the lane came the children after the cows, 
Singing sweetly, as like birds they sought 
the quiet of their rest. 

So the night came down on that house, 
falling gently as the wing of an unseen 
dove. And the old man, while a startled 
bird called from the forest and the trees 
thrilled with the cricket’s cry, and the stars 
were falling from the sky, called the fam- 
ily around him and took the Bible from 
the table and called them to their knees. 
The little baby hid in the folds of its 
mother’s dress while he closed the record 
of that day by calling down God’s blessing 
on that simple home, While I gazed, the 
vision of the marble Capitol faded; for- 
gotten were its treasuries and its majesty; 
and I said: “Surely, here in the homes of 
the people lodge at last the strength and 
the responsibility of this government, the 
hope and the promise of this Republic.” 

My friends, that is the democracy of the 
south; that is the democratic doctrine we 
preach; a doctrine, sir, that is writ above 
our hearthstones. We aim to make our 
homes, poor as they are, self-respecting 
and independent. We try to make them 
temples of refinement, in which our daugh- 
ters may learn that woman’s best charm 
and strength is her gentleness and her 
grace, and temples of liberty in which our 
sons may learn that no power can justify 
and no treasure repay for the surrender of 
the silghtest right of a free individual 
American citizen, 


Now you do not know how we love you 
Democrats. Had we better print that? 
Yes, we do, of course we do. If a man 
does not love his home folks, whom should 
he love? We know how gallant a fight 
you have made here, not as hard and 
hopeless as our friends in Vermont, but 
still an up-hill fight. You have been 
doing better, much better. 

Now, gentlemen, I have some mighty 
good Democrats here. There is one of 
the fattest and best in the world, sitting 
right over there (pointing to his partner, 
Mr. Howell). 

You want to know about the south. My 
friends, we representative men will tell 
you about it. I just want to say that we 
have had a hard time down there. 

When my partner came out of the war 
he didn’t have any breeches. That is an 
actual fact. Well, his wife, one of the best 
women that ever lived, reared in the lap 
of luxury, took her old woolen dress that 
she had worn during the war—and it had 
been garment of sorrow and consecration 
and heroism—and cut it up and made a 
good pair of breeches. He started with 
that pair of breeches and with $5.00 in 
gold as his capital, and he scraped up 
boards from amid the ashes of his home, 
and built him a shanty which love made 
a home and which courtesy made hos- 
pitable. And now I believe he has with 
him three pairs of breeches and several 
pairs at home. We have prospered down 
there, 

I attended a funeral once in Pickens 
county in my state. <A funeral is not 
usually a cheerful object to me unless lI 
could select.the subject. I think I could, 
perhaps, without going a hundred miles 
from here, find the material for one or 
two cheerful funerals. Still, this funeral 
was peculiarly sad. It was a poor “one- 
gallus” fellow, whose breeches struck him 


under the armpits and hit him at the other 
end about the knee—he didn’t believe in 
decollete clothes. They buried him in 
the midst of a marble quarry; they cut 
through solid marble to make his grave; 
and yet a little tombstone they put above 
him was from Vermont. They buried him 
in the heart of a pine forest, and yet the 
pine coffin was imported from Cincinnati. 
They buried him within touch of an iron 
mine, and yet the nails in his coffin and 
the iron in the shovel that dug his grave 
were imported Pittsburgh. They 
buried him by the side of the best sheep- 
grazing country on the earth, and yet the 
wool in the coffin bands and the coffin 
bands themselves were brought from the 
north. The south didn’t furnish a thing on 
earth for that funeral but the corpse and 
the hole in the ground. There they put 
him away and the clods rattled down on 
his coffin, and they buried him in a New 
York coat and a Boston pair of shoes and 
a pair of breeches from Chicago and a shirt 
from Cincinnati, leaving him nothing to 
carry into the next world with him to 
remind him of the country in which he 
lived and for which he fought for four 
years, but the chilled blood in his. veins 
and the marrow in his bones. 

Now we have improved on that. We 
have got the biggest marble-cutting estab- 
lishment on earth within a hundred yards 
of the grave. We have got a half-dozen 
woolen mills right around it, and iron 
mines, and iron furnaces and iron fac- 
tories. We are coming to meet you. We 
are going to take a noble revenge, as my 
friend, Mr. Carnegie, said last night, by 
invading every inch of your territory with 
iron, as you invaded ours twenty-nine 
years ago. 

(A voice—I want to know if the tariff 
built up these industries down there?) 

Mr, Grady—The tariff? Well, to be per- 
fectly frank with you, I think it helped 
some; but you can bet your bottom dollar 
that we are Democrats straight through 
from the soles of our feet to the top of 
our heads, and Mr. Cleveland will not 
have if he runs again, which I am inclined 
to think he ought to do, a stronger follow- 
ing. 

Now, I want to say one word about the 
reception we had here. It has been a con- 
Stant, revelation df hospitality and kind 
ness and brotherhood from the whole peo 
ple of this city to myself and my friends, 
It has touched us beyond measure. 

I was struck with one thing last night. 
Every speaker that arose expressed his 
confidence in the future and lasting glory 
of this Republic. There may be men, and 
there are, who insist on getting up fratri- 
cidal strife, and who infamously fan the 
embers of war that they may raise them 
again into a blaze. But just as certain as 
there is a God in the heaven, when those 
noisy insects of the hour have perished in 
the heat that gave them life and their pes- 
tilent tongues have ceased the great clock 
of this Republic will strike the slow~- 
moving tranquil hours, and the watchman 
from the street will cry, “All is well with 
the Republic; all is well.” 

We bring-to you, from hearts that yearn 
for your confidence and for your love, the 
message of fellowship from our homes. 
This message comes from consecrated 
ground. The fields in which I played were 
the battlefields of this Republic, hallowed 
to you with the blood of your soldiers who 
died in victory, and doubly sacred to us 
with the blood of ours who died undaunted 
in defeat. All around my home are set 
the hills of Kennesaw, all around the

of his beloved Pope in Rome. 
neighbors and friends he explained that If 
any of his boys should ever be tempted 
into wrong-doing they would remember 
the name the church had bestowed upon 
them and let that guide them back into the 
path of righteousness, 

Alas for Lanzetti’s dreams. Within a 
few years after the advent of prohibition 
his world crashed about him and he died 
a broken man, knowing that he had sired 
the most feared family of gangsters in the 
history of Philade!phia. 


Virtually every crime in the calendar has 
been placed on police blotters beside the 
names of the Lanzetti brothers. They have 
been charged with murder, holdup, kidnap- 
ing, extortion, bootlegging, dope peddling, 
and almost every petty crime Known to 
man. More than 100 arrests have been 
chalked up against them, Convictions have 
been few. 

The underworld saga of the Lanzettis 
begins with the petty crimes of Leo and 
Harry in the early 1920s, culminating in 
Leo's murder in 1925. This happened dur- 
ing a gun battle with rival gangsters on a 
South Philadelphia street. It was this kill- 
ing, apparently, which really launched the 
Lanzettis on their criminal career, 


BROTHERS REIGN 
FOR DOZEN YEARS 


Harry Pius Lanzetti, eldest of the sur- 
Viving five, vowed revenge. He told his 
brothers that they must never rest until 
they had wiped out Leo's murderers, 

It is said that Harry himself accom- 
plished this deed. Then he whipped his 
brothers into a highly efficient mob of his 
own. As each approached maturity he was 
coached into the ways of the underworld. 

For nearly a dozen years he directed 
them so skillfully that, despite their known 
dominance of the city’s rackets, they 
laughed at the idea of being jailed. They 
were the kingpins who controlled millions 
in illegal. gains through bootiegging, gam- 
bling, prostitution, narcotics and robbery. 
They controlled many police officers 
through bribery and corruption, 

During those years, and until Harry’s 
death, nearly every major crime in the city 
was attibuted to the Lanzettis. Whether it 
were a murder, a stickup or a bootlegging 
conspiracy, the police always went [ooking 
first of all for the Lanzettis. Usually they 


could not be found. 
2 


There were occasions when they were 
arrested. But almost invariably they were 
able to escape prosecution through lack of 
evidence. To be a key witness against 
them meant almost certain extermination 
—before the trial. 

The activities of the Lanzettis caused 
shakeups in the police department. ‘Their 
names invariably figured in political cam- 
paigns; officials of neighboring states con- 
demned the city for failing to jail them. 
But they went unchecked until Harry died. 

Ironically, Harry was known to his 
brothers as Pius. As their acknowledged 
leader, they gave him the name their 
father had bestowed, so hopefully, on all of 
them. 

Harry was first arrested on February 12, 
1921, on a charge of stealing a fur coat, but 
was released because of lack of evidence. 

From then on his record reads somewhat 
like a case of prosecution immunity, It 
follows: 

August 23, 1921—-Arrested for stealing 
$1,400 in furs. Discharged: by Magistrate 
Dougherty. 

May 4, 
and possession of narcotics, 
Magistrate Coward. 

July, 1923—-Illegal possession and sale of 
drugs. Discharged. 

October 23, 1923—Unlawful possession 
and sale of drugs. Discharged bv a jury. 

February 12, 1924—Discharged by Mag- 
istrate Holland on a charge of being a dis- 
orderly person. 

March 18, 1924—Arrested for illegal sale 
and possession of drugs and sentenced to 
three years in the county prison. He was 
immediately released pending a new trial, 
and the case was subsequently dropped. 

April 12, 1924—Arrested for rape while 
out on bail and fined $25. 

November 12, 1926—While still out on 
bail he was arrested after gun battle with 
Detectives George Richardson and Michae!] 
Slavin, who wished to question him for a 
$50,000 holdup. He shot and wounded 
both detectives. 

April 5, 1928—Sentenced to two and 
one-half years in prison for shooting the 
detectives. 

February 19, 1930—Released from prison.

November 1, 1935—Dismissed bv Magis- 
trate O'Malley as a suspicious character. 

November 8, 1935—Arrested as a suspect 
in the murder of Joseph Gabriel, union or- 
ganizer. Case dropped 

January 17, 1936—Discharged in Miami, 
Fla.. as a suspicious character. 

November 17, 1936—Charged with hold- 
up of Methodist Hospital, Philadelphia. 
Released same day. 

January 1, 1937—Murdered.

He felt that the name was as a blessing upon them; to 
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the 20s, gang wars shattered the peace of 
Little Italy. Hardly a month passed that 
one or more rival bootleggers were slain 

The Lanzettis were questioned after 
many of the murders, but were released 
when they proved they could have not 
been in the neighborhood at the time. The 
police openly declared the brothers were 
behind the slayings and that their hired 
gunmen did the jobs. 

With prohibition dying, they branched 
into two other fields—numbers and labor 
racketeering, with kidnaping as a side-line, 

Police fretted and fumed at the gang’s 
activities. Harry, somewhat of a braggart, 
added to their discomfiture. Frequently 
after a murder, holdup or other crime, he 
would walk into a police station and sur- 
render himself. 

“I hear you are looking for me,” he 
would say. “Well, here I am.” 

Police were forced to admit they had 
nothing on him and would grudgingly tell 
him to be on his way. 

That was smart. Police knew it, but 
Harry merely smiled and said nothing as 
he strolled away. 

Once after a particularly daring holdup, 
he visited a South Philadelphia police sta- 
tion and informed the house sergeant that 
he knew where the holdup car was located, 
They found it where he said it would be. 


A PERFECT CASE’ 
FALLS APART 


In May, 1932, police thought they finally 
had the perfect case which would send 
Harry Lanzetti and two of his henchmen 
to jail for long terms. 

Emil Tinucci charged that Lanzetti had 
kidnaped him, and had released him only 
after he had paid $5,000. Affidavits were 
obtained from Tinucci. 

But at the trial the complainant denied 
everything and it was found necessary to 
drop the charges. Judge McDevitt asserted 
from the bench that Tinucci refused to tes- 
tify against Lanzetti because he knew it 
would cost him his life, 

In November, 1935, police definitely 
lodged the murder of Joseph Gabriel, an 
organizer for the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers of America, against Harry, Igna- 
tius and Teo. But important witnesses dis- 
appeared, others declared they were wrong 
in making identification, and others re- 
fused to talk. Again the prosecution had 
to drop the case. 
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The manner in which the brothers stuck 
together was demonstrated in June, 1931, 
when Lucien was on trial for holdup be- 
fore Judge Raymond MacNeille. Assistant 
District Attorney Vincent A. Carrol] was 
prosecuting this case, 

Harry was heard to mumble to his 
brothers in the courtroom: “We'll blow that 
damn Carroll’s head off. He Knows it’s a 
frameup.” 

Result—the three brothers were haled 
before MacNeille and sentenced to 90 days 
each in jail. 


Lucien was convicted then, but was 
freed later when he obtained a new trial. 

These scrapes with the law merely tend- 
ed to increase the prestige of the Lanzettis, 
Their power waxed greater and greater, 
with police apparently powerless to stop 
them. 

To other criminals they rented conces- 
sions in the numbers racket and labor 
racket in all sections of Philadelphia and 
Camden. In return they promised to back 
up the concessionaires with their gunmen. 

Their ambitions grew. They looked to- 
ward New York for furthering their legal] 
enterprises. 

Police said that in 1936 they Jaunched 
a move to muscle into the numbers racket 
in Newark as a starting wedge into the 
criminal empire built by Dutch Schultz. 
That marked the death knel] of Harry and 
of his brothers’ evil dreams. : 

Harry got his, early New Year’s morning, 

1937, as he sat in a small South Philadel- 
phia tap-room. This resort, a favorite 
gangster hangout, was owned bv Joe 
Grimm, famous “iron man” of the prize 
ring. Harry presumably was waiting for 
his brothers, who were celebrating the ad- 
vent of the New Year. 
' Three men, all believed to be New York 
gunmen, entered, and immediately the 
place was filled with shots and smoke. 
Harry had no chance to draw his gun. He 
died there, his body sprawled across a 
table. 


SURVIVING BROTHERS 
BECOME MARKED MEN 


Near by Samuel Roberts, a customer 
who had no connection with the Lanzettis, 
lay dead with a bullet through his head 
and another in his chest. 

A third man, Fortunati Starzi, was badly 
wounded, but recovered. 

The killers were never captured. 

Harry had the customary elaborate fu- 
nerail. The casket was gold-lined. and 
there were flowers from the underworid 
leaders of cities all over the east. 

Now the four surviving brothers knew 
they were marked men. Ignatius was safe 
in jail at the moment—the others fled 
town as soon as. they had seen Harry low- 
ered into his grave. 

* ¢ @ 

Teo, William and Lucien went to Florida, 
where Harry had established a sort of win- 
ter crime capital in Tampa. 

Enatius, on the previous September 23, 
1936, had been found guilty. under New 
Jersey's gangster laws. Judge Palmer M. 
Way, of Cap May county, gave him five to 
10 years as an habitual gangster. Michael 
Falcone and Louis Del Rossi were sen- 
tenced with him. It was the heaviest sen- 
tence ever given to Lanzetti. 

During this particular trial Philadelphia 
was bitterly attacked as being a safe haven 
for gangsters. “It is a sorrowful situation 
when convicts are on the payroll in Phila- 
delphia,” Prosecutor French B. Loveland 
said. “There is something wrong there. 
The police and the courts are often linked 
up with the garg and they can’t get con- 
victions. This gang was in Cape May 
country for no good, and I want the jury 
to do its duty.” 

Even the defense counsel, George R. 
Greis, attacked the Philadelphia 

“Why.” he asked, “should 
asked to wash Philadelphia's dirty 
in our own vard when they cant ge 
of tt themselves?” 

The trial gave Harrv, to die within a 
few weeks, a chance to demonstrate one 
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of his last bits of bravado. He openly ap- 
peared in court as a spectator and grinned 
when New Jersey state troopers. stood 
guard over him. He was_not arrested. 
Financed by his huge underworld profits, 
Ignatius carried his fight to the supreme 
court, with the result that the gangster 
law was declared unconstitutional. He 


was released from the Trenton prison last 


April. 

Ignatius returned to Philadelphia,. hoping 
to find a field there for his evil talents, 
but he quickly learned that his number was 
up. Like his brothers, he fled southward. 

However, Florida proved nearly as une 
kind to the Lanzettis as New Jersey. 
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We now follow the fortunes of Teo, 
youngest of the Lanzettis, who with his 
pretty wife, Frances, hastened to Tampa 
after Harry’s death. 

Teo had been Harry’s particular pride 
and joy. Harry had groomed him to suc- 
ceed himself as the head of the dynasty 
when the inevitable gangsters’ bullets end- 
ed his career. 

Back in April, 1929, Teo’s career had 
nearly come to an end almost before it 
got going, when William carried him un- 
conscious’ into St. Agnes hospital, Phila- 
delphia, his body virtually riddled with 
bullets. 

“Save him, save him!” cried William, 
“the kid is dying!” 

It developed that somebody had shot at 
them from a sedan—police never did learn 
what caused the shooting—and Teo recov- 
ered to add his lurid contribution to Lan- 
zetti history. 

His number of arrests totaled more than 
50, but he never received a jail sentence— 
that is, in Philadelphia. 

He was an admitted dope fiend before 
he was 19 and, with the exception of 
Harry, police feared him more than any 
of the brothers. 

He was arrested for murder, dope vio- 
lations, liquor law violations, rape, and 
sundry other crimes. The only charges the 
courts could make stick were one for car- 
rying a pistol, for which he got 90 days. 

In 1934 he was sentenced as a disorderly 
person in New Jersey, but the law was 
held unconstitutional and he never went 
to jail. 

So anxious were Philadelphia police to 
get rid of him that orders were issued to 
arrest him on sight. In June, 1934, he was 
arrested twice in one day and five times 
in one week as a suspecious character. But 
he blithely continued on his way with a 
series of magistrates’ dismissals. He con- 
tinued to serve as Harry’s chief lieutenant. 

When he went to Florida after Harry’s 
death he took William and Lucien with 
him. But he found nothing but grief there. 

In August, 1937, Teo and Lucien were 
arrested in Tampa on a charge of holding 
up a theater and escaping with $500. 
Their Philadelphia luck held with them for 
the time being, however, and the charges 
against them were dropped. 

Two months later, in October, Teo and 
Lucien barely escaped with their lives as 
gunmen invaded their palm-fringed estate 
and opened fire with shotguns and ma- 
chine guns. 

Their sedan was riddled but Teo and 
Lucien escaped unscathed. 

A few days later Teo was on his way to 
the Leavenworth prison to serve three 
years for selling dope, the first love of the 
Lanzetti clan. 

Federal agents in Philadelphia said they 
became acquainted with Teo’s dope activi- 
ties when he wrote to George Danielian, 
Philadelphia underworld character, asking 
for a supply of heroin. Agents intercepted 
Teo's letter, permitted the dope to be de- 
livered and then arrested both Teo and 
Danielian. The latter also went to prison.

That left. William and Lucien, who lived 
in never-ceasing fear of sudden. death. 
They rarely moved out of the Tampa home, 
located on a hill on the outskirts of the 
city. It commanded a wide view and could 
be protected at any point by rifle fire. 


THEY KEPT CONSTANT 
WATCH FOR ENEMIES 


Two patrolmen were assigned to watch 
the house to prevent any attempt at assas- 
sination and also to keep a close check on 
the brothers’ movements. 

Both drank heavily, and they trembled 
from‘head to foot every time any one came 
to the house. All food was sent to them. 
One kept constant watch from a tower in 
the house. 

Then Lucien’s nerve cracked, and he fled 
to what he considered was a safe haven 
in Detroit. (He is reported to be living 
there with his mother.) 

William. remained, feeling safer in 
Tampa. He became a broken man and a 
virtual hermit. 

There were reports that he returned 
to Philadelphia once or twice because he 
was under the impression his enemies no 
longer. desired to kill him. He _ learned 
otherwise. 

Recently, Danny Day, convicted mur- 
derer and a sworn enemy of the Lanzettis, 
was shot and killed as he rode with a 
girl in his automobile in a South Phila- 
delphia street. 

Police said they believed Day was slain 
by friends of the Lanzettis. Apparently 
William decided that Day’s death signified 
that it was safe for him to return home 
to Philadelphia. 

Just when he came back police do not 
know. 

Indeed, they did not know he was in 
town until his broken body was found the 
other day (July 2) tied in a sack. He had 
apparentiy been slain in South Philadel- 
phia, then his body had been dumped on 
the fashionable Main Line estate where it 
was found. Cause of death—one bullet 
behind the ear. 

William was cremated without benefit 
of the clergy in West Laurel Hill ceme- 
terv, with only his wife present. 

The undertaker said there was no money 
to pay for the final rites and the widow 
was forced to take up a collection from 
the few friends left in,the city. 

No word came from Lucien. Police said 
he was afraid to reveal his hiding place. 

Ignatius’ whereabouts also is a mystery. 

Police now want none of them—but 
gangster vengeance wants them both.

Henry Grady’s Secretary Tells of His Work 


By JAMES R. HOLLIDAY. 

(Here is an interesting pen picture of Henry W. Grady, written by a man 
who was closely associated with him as his secretary and personal aide. After 
the death of Mr. Grady, James R. Holliday continued in the employ of The 
Constitution, becoming national advertising representative. He retired in 1932.) 


Y GOOD FRIEND, Clark Howell, 
Mi told me one day that Mr. Henry 
W. Grady needed a secretary, and 
that he would get the position for me. Next 
morning, bright and early, we went to 
work on Mr. Grady. We assured him that 
he not only needed a secretary—he really 
needed me. Clark came out strong for me, 
and I backed him up with an enthusiasm 
that the facts hardly warranted, as I had 
little experience. 


We finally won out and I assured Clark 
that he needn’t worry about having recome- 
mended me, that I would not let him 
down. 

The first letter Mr. Grady gave me was 
one soliciting some full page advertise- 
ments that the Frank A. Siddall Company, 
of Philadelphia, was running in the large 
papers of the east. Siddall was using a 
slogan, ‘Don’t Be a Clam,” advertising one 
of his brands of soap. Mr. Grady certainly 
wrote a man-sized solicitation and wound 
up by telling Siddall that “While There's 
Life There’s Soap.” We did not get the ad- 
vertising because they had no distribution 
down here, but that wasn’t our fault. 

In those days nobody had heard of “na- 
tional advertising.” It was called “foreign 
advertising,” and most of it was truly for- 
eign, as little of it came south, 

I knew nothing about the newspaper 
business, but Mr. Grady was most cone 
siderate and helpful and I learned fast. 
No father could have been kinder to a son 
than Mr. Grady was to me, right from the 
beginning. 

He had a boyish heart and an enthusiasm 
that overcame the greatest obstacles. He 
had a sunny disposition which he seemed 
able to impart to those with whom he came 
in contact. His genial comradeship drew 
men to him and endeared him to them. 
It was a real joy to be associated with him 
and it was’a liberal education as well. 

I soon learned something of his real 
greatness. Mr. Grady bore no malice. His 
heart was too big and his nature too gen- 
erous for petty jealousies and small rival- 
ries. 

The destitute and the lowly always had 
first call on his personal consideration. 

Old timers in Atlanta will recall this in- 
cident: 

There came a Christmas eve when the 
weather was at zero, and instead of the 
joys and little luxuries usually attendant 
on this season, the poor here faced the 
most abject poverty, suffering and depri- 
vation. 

Mr. Grady was quick to grasp the situa- 
tion and went into action with every pow- 
er at his command. Sunday morning, the 
day before Christmas, his matchless pen 
stirred all Atlanta to the very depths and 
brought the entire population to the rescue 
of all Atlanta’s poor. 

It was Sunday all right, but every busi- 
ness house, coal yard, wood yard—every 
avenue of relief was opened wide, and by 
night every poor family had been amply 
provided for. Mr. Grady managed the dis- 
tribution personally. It was the happiest 
Christmas the people of Atlanta had ever 
known. 

Mr. Grady worked by fits and starts. 
He had a capacity for work which to me, 
was appalling at times. He played, how- 
ever, just as hard as he worked. He knew 
no halfway measures. 

Mr. Grady dictated few of his editorials. 
Some of his very best, he wrote at home, 
surrounded by his family whom he adored. 
Often he wrote straight along, even when 
company, his old-time friends, would come 
in. He would write and at the same time, 
join in the general conversation, and it 
never seemed to disturb him. I never knew 
him. either at home or at his office, to 
write on a table or dask. He would curl 
himself up in a big chair, cross his legs 
so that his feet were frequently well up 
in the air, and write on a large pad. He 
never seemed to tire. 

He was in his element when something 
special came up, which gave splendid op- 
portua#y for brilliant reporting. Such an 
occasion was the awful earthquake at 
Charleston which he covered personally, 
and in a manner so brilliant as to cause 
favorable comment from leading papers at 
far distant points. 

He knew. as few men did, the great 
wealth that lay dormant in Georgia and 
the south, and he devoted every talent at 
his command to bringing these wonderful 
resources to the attention of our whole 
people, and the nation as well. 

The people of the north did not know 
our people as we knew them. They were 
inclined to look at us askance. This was 
greatly to their disadvantage and to ours 
as well. 

Mr. Grady was intensely Southern, and 
yet his heart was set on seeing the North 
and the South once more united in a bond 
of sympathy and complete understanding. 

Thus. when the invitation came to him 
in 1886 to be present at the banquet of the 
New England Club in New York city and 
respond to the toast “The New South,” he 
accepted, feeling that it offered an oppor-

tunity of doing his loved Southland a real 
service. 

You may ask, “Did he prepare that 
speech in advance?” He did not. When 
he left here, not one of his associates knew 
what he was going to say, for the simple 
reason that he himself had no idea just 
what turn his speech would take. He 
delivered that speech before the most dis- 
tinguished men of the east and awoke next 
morning to find himself acclaimed by the 
entire nation. 

Upon ‘returning home he was over- 
whelmed with invitations to speak, and in 
1887 he accepted an invitation to speak at 
the Dallas Texas State Fair. His subject 
was “The South and Her Problem.” 

I'll never forget one morning a few days 
after he had accepted the Texas invitation. 
He came into the office, looking a little 
preoccupied which was unusual. He called 
all of his associates into Joel Chandler 
Harris’ room,: propped one knee upon 
Harris’ table, and said, “Boys, here is what 
I am going to say at Dallas‘ I want your 
opinion of it.” 

Without a note of any kind, he delivered 
a speech which was a real masterpiece. 
When he had finished, Joe Harris said, 
“Grady, that speech is absolutely perfect. 
Do you reckon you can say it again?” 
Grady said: “Of course. I can say it as 
often as I want to.” 

He took me into his office, dictated the 
speech just as he had said it, and we had 
it put into type and set aside for release 
at the proper time. Not one of us had 
any idea that he would stick to the text— 
he had really prepared it in advance very 
much against_his will. 

To show the remarkable memory of the 
man; just before we got into Dallas he 
took me into a stateroom and said, “Jim, 
I want to be sure that I do not overlook 
any part of this speech. It’s entirely new 
to me to follow a set text.” 

I took the sheaf of long printed proofs 
and he said, “I don’t want to say the whole 
speech. I will simply take paragraph by 
paragraph and recite the first two or three 
lines, then jump to the next, and so on.” 

This was a greater test than to say the 
whole speech where continuity would have 
helped wonderfully. Believe it or not, he 
never missed once. I said to myself “Well, 
here is once that he is going to deliver a 
speech exactly as he wrote it.” But, when 
he came to the peroration of the speech, 
to my amazement he’ branched off into 
something of which I had never heard. He 
went into a description of a poor old sol- 
dier struck down in the heat of battle and 
hoping that help would arrive in time to 
save him. The ambulance surgeons came 
among the wounded and dying, taking 
only those whom they felt sure they could 
Save. , 

When they came to this poor fellow they 
said. “He is badly wounded, but if he lives 
till tomorrow, we will take him in and 
try to save him.” He pictured this poor 
chap racked with pain, burning with fever, 
mentally anguished and tortured with the 
anxiety of the never ending night. He 
was saying to himself, “If only I can live 
till tomorrow, I will see my old father and 
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mother once more—my dear wife and little 
children. If only I can live this night 
through. I will...I will.” And he did. 

Some member of Mr. Grady’s party told 
him this story just as we came into Dallas, 
and he was quick to grasp its value and 
apply it to the subject to which he was 
going to speak. He told this incident in a 
manner so touching as to visibly affect that 
audience of some 30,000 persons. 

Mr. Grady cared little for money, and 
yet he was induced once to speculate in 
cotton. He had had as his guests in Flor- 
ida, a number of gentlemen, some of whom 
were the largest cotton dealers in the 
south. They explained to Mr. Grady that 
they were planning to put June Cotton to 
14 cents a pound. 

When he returned to Atlanta he said, 
“Jim, why shouldn’t we make some money 
ourselves on this cotton deal? My friends. 
are anxious that I should do so.” Il told 
him I thought it would be a fine scheme. 
He said, “Ill buy 500 bales and carry 
fifty bales for you.” We paid 11.85 for 
that cotten. We almost felt sorry for the 
fellows on the Exchange who were selling 
it to us, as we felt that we had inside 
information which they knew not. 


We could not lower our dignity by going 
down to the Exchange every time we 
wanted quotations, so we put in a stock 
market ticker, and we practically quit the 
editorial business so much were we inter- 
ested in our new way of making money. 

That “ticker” seemed to me to be a 

Jonah. About the best quotations we got 
on it were “barely steady,’ “weak” and 
sometimes “weaker.” 
' I came into the office one morning and 
found Mr. Grady standing in the middle 
of the floor, reading a telegram and look- 
ing disturbed. I asked him what was the 
matter and he said, “I don’t understand 
this telegram.” It was from Inman, Swann 
& Co. of New York to their Atlanta corre- 
spondents, S. M. Inman & Co. and read, 
“Have Grady place Wren with your 
account of cotton.” I assured him that 
likely they were after margin on our 
cotton. He asked me to go over to Sam 
Inman .and find out about it. When I 
came back I found Mr. Grady sitting in a 
rocking chair, entirely undisturbed. 

I said, ““‘Do you know what that darned 
little Brown Wren means? They want you 

up $2,500 account your cotton 


It didn’t take him long to get out of that 
easy chair and with a wave of his hand, 
he said, ‘‘Do you mean to say that a httle 
Brown Wren means $2,500?” I assured 
him that it was true. He said, “Jim, won't 
you please go over to see Sam Inman and 
ask him, as a courtesy to a life-long friend, 
to make that “Humming Bird.” Good 
night, suppose they had said “Turkey.” 

We finally lost enough money on that 
deal to convince us that the way of the 
speculator is both bumpy and uncertain. 
We toak down the “ticker,” let the finan- 
cial editor run the quotations, and returned 
once more to the newspaper business where 
they did not send us messages in code, 

Early in December, 1889, Mr. Grady 
fJourneyed to Boston. where he had ac- 
cepted an invitation to speak before the 
Boston Merchants Association. The din- 
ner was held in the Ven Dome hotel. Mr. 
Grady was sick with a very heavy cold 
before he left Atianta. At his request lI 
had conferred with his family physician, 
Dr. A. J. Orme, and had secured the 
address of a dependable physician in 
Boston, whom we could call if he were 
needed. 

Mr. Grady’s speech was simply mar- 
velous. They begged him to continue talk- 
ing, even after the end had been reached. 
Ladies in the balconies all around waved 
and cheered to the echo. I sat that night 
next to a man named Crocker. He was 
a railroad commissioner for the state of 
Massachusetts. He told me that he had 
been to practically every function of im- 
portance for years: and had never seen 
such an ovation as the one given Mr. 
Grady. 

The next morning after his speech they 
took his whole party to Plymouth, Mass. 
There in the presence of the monument 
erected to the landing of our forefathers, 
Mr. Grady, with uncovered head, made 
a speech befitting the occasion. It was a 
cold, raw day and he seemed to take more 
cold, 

His condition grew more serious, and 
we called in the Boston physician.e On the 
return home we made.a short. stop over 
in New York city to rest him and break 
the trip. We sadly brought him back home 
to his people who knew him best and 
loved him most. Everything possible was 
done for him, but pneumonia set in, and 
the end came December 23, 1889. 

In my intimate association with Mr. 
Grady, an association which lasted nearly 
four years, I had an opportunity of know- 
ing the real man far ahead of others, To 
me, he typified a truly great man. He was 
great in the small things that go to make 
up life, as well as in those public accom- 
plishments which all men knew. As I 
look back in memory upon this generous, 
kindly. brilliant man I-can well understand 
how his stature has grown with each suc- 
ceeding year. There will never be another 
man like Henry W. Grady.

WORDS THAT WON THE WAR. 
By James R. Mock and Cedric 
Larson, Princeton University 
Press, Princeton, N. J. Illust. 372 
pp. $3.75. 


At last it is told, the story of the 
Creel Committee during the first 
World War in 1917 to 1919. From 
thousands of documents a_ vital, 
throbbing and intensely interesting 
tale is unraveled. Of unusual time- 
liness, this record tells of the vole 
untary censorship, and how propa- 
ganda was developed to such finesse 
ihat today the warring nations are 
eniy using those methods developed 
by George Creel and his Committee 
on Public Information. 

It was in 1917 when the United 
States entered the World War that 
President Wilson asked his friend, 
George Creel], to head a censorship 
and propaganda bureau for control 
of all media in this country with the 
end in view of aiding the nation’s 
armed forces and Allies to ultimate 
victory. 

Never has the mass of information 
available to the authors been delved 
into before. Never has a concise and 
valuable history of how America de- 
veloped its propaganda to the point 
where in the last months of the war, 
the Allies started using it, been told 
before. The war was won, the au- 
thors claim and with much logic, by 
words. True it was, that German 
didn’t collapse until the people at 
home collapsed. Peace was not won 
until the government had fled. 

And the current European war 
started with Great Britain picking up 
where they left off in 1918 by mak- 
ing phamphlet raids on Germany. 
Twenty years later, George Creel’s 
methodstare still working. And who 
can say but that Herr Hitler is wor- 
ried by the results so far. Surely, he 
has not started that mighty smash, 
that “blitzkrieg” which was to shat- 
ter all who dared oppose him. 

Read this volume on propaganda 
and censorship in. America. Never 
was it like the censorship in Russia 
and Italy and Germany today, or 
ever like that in France and England 
during the 1914-1918 war and today. 
Only in America could censorship of 
the press be voluntary. Only in 
America today can we go through a 
war under such a voluntary plan. But 
none other would be acceptable. The 
blueprint for United States censor- 
ship and propoganda is drawn. See 
how it will work through the eves 
of these authors. History, war his- 
tory, again is in the making for 
America. 


What of the Harvest? 


BELIEVE THE HEART, by Raymond 
Holden. Henry Holt & Co., New 
York. 496 pp. $2.50. 


“Believe the Heart” is a novel of 
unusual type. It concerns principally 
a widow of 27; secondary characters 
are a son born eight months after 
her husband's tragic death, her sec- 
ond husband, and the dear deceased, 
who bobs up on nearly every page in 
the form of memory. There are 
many other characters, some of them 
men she “had known” before her 
marriage, it being frankly stated 
that as a wealthy voung woman she 
had shocked her social set quite fre- 
quently with unconventional conduct. 

The story opens with her about to 
give birth to the child and with finan- 
cial troubles relating to the majority 
ownership of a steel mill.

In “Enchanting Jenny Lind” Laura 
Benet has drawn a very lifelike por- 
trait taken from old letters, the Swed- 
ish nightingale’s diaries and earlier 
biographies. The book tells the story 
of the singer’s life and illuminates 
her character with scores of little 
anecdotes that make the work read 
like a novel. 

Barnum was not the only colorful 
figure in Jenny’s life. Hans Christian 
Andersen, Felix Mendelssohn, 
Chopin, Meyerbee, Horace Greeley 
and many other personages of the 
19th century are brought to life in 
Miss Benet’s biography.

The one-time glamor girl of Cairo 
breaks down and tells all. (Well, 
not quite all—that would never do— 
but sufficient.) “The rumored large 
shipment of ear salve to Cairo, Ill, 
is hereby explained. If the local 
ears are not burning, they ought to. 
She knew them when. And she tells 
all, (See above.) 

She’s a snob, and a flirt, and hope- 
lessly unstable. She doesn’t know 
her own mind at all, but she’s got 
one, and though it contains some 
very peculiar ideas it’s not a bad 
one, as the minds of glamor girls go. 
She’d not be very much outclassed 
by the best of the younger crop (ex- 
cept, of course, in the way of haber- 
dashery). At any rate, give her six 
months and she’d catch up with 
whatever she might have missed. 

At 4 she suddenly feels very old 
—she had just found out about El- 
mer—and she writes: “Where once 
reigned mmnocence and faith in all 
people, now is a cool, critical art, 
where I practice twisting people 
about my fingers till my very suc- 
cess disgusts me. Am I growing de- 
ceitful?” (Come, come, now, Maud— 
you’ve always been deceitful; biolo- 
gists tell us at least 30,000 years. 
What makes you think you’re just 
beginning?) On the eve of her wed- 
ding (after a five-year engagement) 
she sighs for a new admirer who 
“says he will never marry now.” It 
is rumored that the Foreign Legion 
would never have amounted to 
shucks if it hadn’t been for Maudie. 
It is further rumored she is shortly 
to receive the Croix de Guerre, 

It is a most exhilarating diary, and 
it is probably authentic. It could 
not possibly have been made up in 
toto. (Such attempts are not alto- 
gether unknown.) To a mere male 
who has struggled into middle age 
with a lingering belief in Santa Claus 
it is a devastating volume, calcu- 
lated to knock the last prop out from 
under one’s last illusion. Since be- 
ginning to read Maud’s diary, this 
reader regrets having acquired an 
inferiority complex, a sense of not 
quite belonging, and a firm convic- 
tion that women are altogether too 
difficult to cope with. There’s so 
much more to them, somehow, than 
one suspected.

The Human Mind. 


MIND EXPLORERS. By John K. 
Winkler and Walter Bromberg, 
M. D. Reynal & Hitchcock, New 
York. 378 pp. $3. 

The history of the science which 
deals with the human mind, known 
at various periods of history under 
names which conjure up mental 
images, from phrenology to psycho- 
analysis. It is told in the form of 
short biographies of its more emi- 
nent practitioners, and the conclusion 
is inescapable that this is still the 
latest explored among. all the regions 
of science. In spite of Alexander 
Pope’s famous dictum, “The proper 
study of mankind is man,” it is as- 
tonishing how few of the finest in- 
tellects of history have devoted them- 
selves to this “proper study,” and 
how much quackery is mixed with 
the science. Though to be sure, as 
the authors point out, It is sometimes 
difficult to tell which is which. 

The first figure we meet in the 
record of this misty science is the 
celebrated Theophrastus Bombastus 
von Hohenheim, otherwise known as 
Paracelsus. He made no direct con- 
tribution of note, but served to in- 
spire Dr. Franz Gall, originator of 
“ohrenology,” a much-abused scien- 
tist, whose theories have eternal life, 
though they do not scintillate as 
brilliantly to us as they did a hun- 
dred years ago when... “ladies 
dressed their hair in new ways to 
display their bumps of mirthfulness, 
high on the side of each temple, 
while coils modestly concealed the 
nape of the neck, where amativeness 
was said to be determined.” In so

New Book News 


FREEMAN CLEAVES, author of 
“Old Tippecanoe: William Henry 
Harrison and His Time.” 


Making use of his experience as 
a teacher and book reviewer, Charles 
Lee has written a stimulating and 
practically useful volume _ entitled 
“How to Enjoy Reading” (Waverly 
House). 

A Philadelphian, Mr.' Lee has 
taught English at the University of 
Pennsylvania. He gave up his aca- 
demic connection to do special work 
for the Boston Herald and the Boston 
Traveler. He later became literary 
editor of the Herald, a position which 
the eminent Carl Van Doren once 
held. Mr. Lee’s book reviews for 
this newspaper are said to have won 
and influenced a large reading public. 
He also is a popular lecturer on 
books and authors, 

“How to Enjoy Reading” is ad- 
dressed, accoring to the author, to 
three groups—‘“‘to you who have not 
the desire to read, to you who be- 
lieve the purchase of books is a lux- 
ury, and to you who read and buy 
but do not get all you should from 
your reading.” 

Mr. Lee describes the joys and 
rewards of reading simply and effec- 
tively. Here and there he gives a 
new slant to an old but none-the- 
less worthwhile theme. In one place, 
for example, he notes that ‘reading 
is much more than books.” He men- 
tions newspapers and magazines, 
and then adds: 

“Even the movies are a kind of 
reading when you stop to think about 
them: they are oversized picture 
books that talk. The radio is read- 
ing, too. Consider a good speech: 
in a sense, when we listen to a good 


speech we are being read to (or at, 
depending on the quality of our at- 
tention).” 

Reading, Mr. Lee wisely counsels, 
‘is a shortcut to the abundant life.” 
A man or woman who reads, “Like a 
good traveler ... has been places 
and done things. He has been inter- 
ested, and is consequently interesting. 
He is not a prisoner of his own four 
walls, his little circle of friends, his 
brief span of years. He is no inhab- 
itant of immediacy. In both space 
and time he is exhilaratingly free.” 

The author thinks that any antag- 
onism to the so-called “bookworm” 
may properly be attributed to “the 
natural laziness of modern man, his 
suspicion and envy of the well read, 
and possibly to a perverted idea that 
it is more manly to be seen with a 
baseball bat than a book.” 


In a chapter on “How To Be Your 
Own Critic,” Mr. Lee quotes, with 
approval, this provocative statement 
by Ford Madox Ford: 


“The immediate test for one’s self 
as to what is literature and what is 
not literature ... is simply whether 
one does or doesn’t find a book read- 
able. But if a book has found read- 
ers in great numbers for two thou- 
sand or five hundred or merely eighty 
or ninety years, you would be rash, 
even though’ you could not read it 
yourself, to declare that it was not 
literature—not, that is to say, a work 
of art... But for the judging of 
contemporary literature the only test 
is one’s personal taste. If you much 
like a new book, you must call it 
literature. even though you find no 
other soul to agree with you, and if 
you dislike a book you must declare 
that it is not literature though a 
million voices should shout to you 
that you are wrong. The ultimate 
decision will be made by Time.” 

Mr. Lee has chapters on “How to 
Read,” “What to Read,’ “Building 
Your Library,” and “Buying and Bor- 
rowing Books.” He discusses both 
the classics and current books, and 
provides numerous reading lists. 
“How to Enjoy Reading” is illus- 
trated by the author—‘‘with apolo- 
gies to James Thurber.” Mr. Lee 
uses carefully chosen, thoughtful, 
and beautifully expressed quotations 
relative to books and authors as divi- 
sional pages and to reinforce his own 
points in the body of the narrative. 
A favorite with this reviewer is that 
taken from an _ inscription of the 
children’s reading room, Hopkinton, 
Massachusetts, as follows: 

“Books are keys to wisdom’s treasure; 
Books are gates to lands of pleasure; 
Books are paths that upward lead; 
Books are friends. Come, let us read.”

If only for this, 
Christmas would be worth while...” 

Dickens’ “Christmas Carol’ came 
to life in the firelight. There was 
Marley’s Ghost announcing those 
other ghosts, the Ghost of Christmas 
Past, of Christmas Present and of 
Christmas Yet to Come. There were 
all the delightful characters that 
have become as real as your next- 
door neighbor: old Fezziwig, Tiny 
Tim and the Cratchits— 


“There never was such a goose. 
Bob said he didn’t believe there ever 
was such a goose cooked Eked 
out by apple sauce and mashed pota- 
toes, it was a sufficient dinner for 
the whole family; indeed, as Mrs. 
Cratchit said with great delight (sur- 
veying one small atom of a bone 
upon the dish) they hadn’t ate it all 
at last! Yet everyone had had 
enough, and the youngest Cratchits, 
in particular, were steeped in sage 
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and onion to the eyebrows! 


Another Dickens character jostled 
Scrooge and the genial Mr. Pickwick, 
in silk stockings, appeared in the 
coals with the Pickwickians and Sam 
Weller in tow... The Christmas Eve 
ball at the Vardles’ was a scene of 
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And 


“The best sitting room at Manor 
Farm was a good, long, lark-panelled 


end of the room, seated in a shady 
a capacious chimney. At the upper 
bower of holly and evergreens, were 
the two best fiddlers, and the only 
harp, in all Muggleton. In all sorts 


of recesses, and on all kinds of 
brackets, stood massive old silver 
candlesticks with four branches each.

The Book Doctor dozed a little in 
sympathy with the Fat Boy of “Pick- 
wick Papers” and he became hope- 
lessly mixed with another fat boy, 
a humbler hero of legend from 
Mother Goose 
“Little Jack Horner 

Sat in a corner 
Eating a Christmas pie: 

He put in his thumb 
And pulled out a plum 
And said, ‘What a brave boy am I|!’” 

The rapidly changing coals showed 
four girls in a shabby but homelike 
living room. ‘“ ‘Christmas won’t be 
Christmas without any presents,’ 
grumbled Jo, lying on the rug.” But 
Christmas Eve was a jolly time for 
the “Little Women’—Meg, Jo, Beth 
and Amy—in spite of poverty as 
they practicéd their Christmas play, 
written by Jo’s hand. 

Clamoring for attention were 
scenes from Washington  Irving’s 
“Sketch Book” and its tales of 
Bracebridge Hall at Christmas, a 
real old-fashioned English Christmas 
where the age-old traditions of the 
season were observed. And there 
were the Bracebridges in their an- 
cestral hall, an enormous pair of 
antlers inserted in the wall at one 
end, while fowling pieces, fishing 
rods and other sporting implements 
decorated other parts of the room. 
An enormous Yule clog was blazing 
and blazing in the immense fireplace 
as supper was brought on. The Yule 
clog, according to tradition, was a 
huge log, sometimes the root of a 
tree, which was brought in and was 
lighted with a brand from last year’s 
clog. 

And such a feast as was served 
at Bracebridge Hall on Christmas 
Day! In the great hall a harpist 
played minstrels as a large company 
sat down to tables loaded with the 
delectable food. The butler, 
attended by a servant on each side 
bearing a lighted candle, paraded the 
length of the hall carrying a silver 
dish upon which was placed an enor- 
mous pig’s head decorated with rose- 
mary and with a lemon in its mouth. 
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As this was placed at the head of 
the table an old carol was recited: 
“The boar’s head in hand bring I, 
With garlands gay and rosemary. 

I pray you all sing merrily .. .” 

As the Squire mixed the Wassail 
Bowl the scene faded into one in a 
lesser known book—Mary Dillon's 
“Rose of Old St. Louis”—that gives 
a picture of Christmas in the ado- 
lescence of the New World. Yes, 
there in the farthest corner of the 
grate, is Madam Saugrain’s kitchen 
in St. Louis as a small village, in 
the days when Lewis and Clarke and 
Daniel Boone were pushing the fron- 
tier farther west with each explora- 
tion. The young hero entered the 
great kitchen “where were piled 
heaps of golden-brown  croque- 
cignolles, cut in curious patterns, and 
the big black cook was dropping 
still more into the kettle of boiling 
fat, and bringing out puffy and won- 
drously shaped birds. and beasts. 
Narcisse, on his knees on the hearth, 
was turning two great fowls sus- 
pended before the fire, from which 
oozed such rich and savory gravy as 
made one smack his lips. On an- 
other table was a huge venison pasty 
and tarts and cakes of many kinds 
were temptingly arrayed...” ° 

The Book Doctor stirred. The 
scene changed. ‘“’Twas the night 
before Christmas...’ and there was 
the most famous Christmas Eve in 
English literature as presented in 
Clement Moore’s poem. That Christ- 
mas Eve had all the traditional fea- 
tures as “Mama in her kerchief and 
I in my cap” saw “the moon on the 
breast of the new-fallen snow, Gave 
a luster like midday to objects be- 
low.” And as the sleigh and eight 
tiny reindeer clattered up with their 
‘#ttle old driver, so lively and quick” 
she “knew in a moment it must be 
St. Nick.” ~ 

The figures faded into a bed of 
dying embers. But the Book Doctor 
was a chastened: spirit, and joined 
heartily in the words that rang upon 
the midnight air—‘“Merry Christmas 
to all and to all a good night.”

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Dumas’ Three Musketeers 
Jazzed to 1939 Tempo 


Modern Author Fea- 
tures “Milady” Ahead 
of D’Artagnan. 


TIFFANY THAYER’S THREE 
MUSKETEERS. Dial Press, New 
York. 580 pp. $2.75. 


These be shocking days for those 
who do reverence to the old masters 
who produced classics in music and 
literature. Rhythmic maestros of the 
present period scanned masterpieces 
of Beethoven, Mozart, Wagner, et. al 
and decided that they “had some- 
thing,” basically speaking, but not at 
all suitable for the tempo of the 
times; so the Herbies, Jimmys, John- 
nies and Charleys who wave batons 
in front of musicians who squirm 
as if their chairs were hot, jazzed 
and swung certain of the classics so 
the jitterbugs could jive and jimp. 

Inasmuch as the heavens did not 
fall and none of the swingsters were 
immolated for their musical profana- 
tions, novelists began to search their 
book shelves for old stories that could 
be given the modern touch of sex ap- 
peal. And so, among some others, and 
sticking out like a telephone pole in 
the front yard, we have Tiffany 
Thayer’s rather bawdy paraphrase 
of Alexander Dumas’ “Three Mus- 
keteers.” 

If you chance to recall, Pere 
Dumas asserted that he secured the 
basis of his story in studying hun- 
dreds. of manuscripts relating to oc- 
currences during the reign of Louis 
XIII; Thayer’s publishers declare 
that he searched through thousands 
of records to secure the additional 
data that aided him in his jJazzed-up 
paraphrase. Be that as it may (or 
may not) the main trend of the two 
stories are the same, the great dif- 
ference lies in Thayer’s exploitation 
of certain incidents which Dumas 
passes over lightly. 

In Dumas’ “Three Musketeers” 
D’Artagnan is the star performer and 
Milady the principal female char- 
acter, but she is practically ignored 
until almost midway in the book. 
Thayer builds his tale around the 
beautiful, blond she-devil, who was 
known at various stages in her career 
as Charlotte Backson, Anne de Beuil, 
Comtesse de la Fere, Milady de Win- 
ter, Milady Clarik, and Baroness 
Sheffield. 

Charlotte is described as possessing 
what was required to secure what she 
desired, and Thayer traces her spec- 
tacular and illicit career from the 
time she escaped drowning as witch 
at the age of 16, till she perished with 
her severed head in the mud. Seducer 
of a young monk, bride of the Comte 
de la Fere, wife of Baron Winter, 
mistress of England’s Buckingham, 
plaything: of Charles I, mistress and 
tool of Richelieu, she met only two 
men in her varied career who bested 
her—D’Artagnan and the burly exe- 
cutioner of Lille. 

Mayhap you wonder which is the 
better story; that all depends on how 
you like your literature. The time 
was when Pere Dumas’ story was 
considered naughty; it is Sunday 
school literature compared with 
Thayer’s version of the same tale. 
From a literary standpoint Thayer's 
is as good as Dumas’. It also has the 
advantage of being faster-moving and 
more dramatic. It grips and holds 
interest to the last. So it appears to 
be a matter of whether you prefer 
a story that glosses over the sex 
depravities of French and English 
royalty, nobility and commoners in 
the time of Louis XIII, or one that 
gives intimate details regarding the 
illicit relations of most of the prin- 
cipal characters. —R. 


Biography and Fiction. 

THE GREAT O'NEILL, by E. Boyd 
Barrett Hale, Cushman. & Flint, 
Boston, 433 pp. Illust. $2.50. 


This is the history of Shane O’Neill, 
the giant Ulsterman who fought the 
Sassenach all his days and almost 
humbled the Virgin Queane before 
ant assassin cut short his illustrious 
career. Dr. Barrett, who writes this 
work, has gone about it in a most 
peculiar manner, but the result is 
delightful. As stated by himself, his 
procedure consisted of finding out 
all he could about “The O'Neill,” 
from whatever source available—and 
then to throw this source material 
away and write from memory. The 
resulting concoction is a unique blend 
of straight biography and fiction that 
is fetching in the extreme. 

The O’Neill as a historical figure 
has ben. strangely neglected—he 
should have been swarmed over by 
writers in search of the colorful. A 
veritable giant of a man, he was 
bold, dashing (the word has since 
been corrupted, but fits this 16th 
century figure) and incomparably the 
most resourceful enemy. with whom 
Queen Elizabeth crossed swords dur- 
ing her embattled career. There is 
something very ancient about him, 
and also something modern—possi- 
bly illustrating the not unreasonable 
belief that we haven’t progressed as 
far as we think. He is the last great 
figure out of the old Ireland—the 
Ireland that was the home of learn- 
ing. throughout the Middle Ages. 
About this old Irish civilization, as 
Dr. Barrett describes it, there appears 
to this reader to be a decided similar- 
ity to Old Norse—a similarity ex- 
tending to manners, customs, laws— 
even to wearing apparel. It is not as 
farfetched a comparison as might 
be. supposed, for they were at one 
time very close (though that was 
long before Shane’s day.) 

The picture of Shane O’Neill that 
emerges out of this novel treatment 
is compact, workmanlike, singularly 
appealing. In particular is the ac- 
count of Shane’s childhood a master- 
piece of imaginary reconstruction. 
Also there is a priceless interlude 
between Shane’s father, Con O'Neill, 
and Manus O’Donnell, when these 
lifelong enemies become drunkenly 
sentimental about Ireland’s future. 
Altogether it appears to this reader 
that Dr. Barrett has struck a rich 
vein, abundantly worth following up. 
The only slight weakness of this re- 
markable biography lies in the dis- 
parity of research as: between Irish 
historical sources and the contem- 
porary English. However, it is still 
a good argument that the place to 
study the Irish is in Ireland.

MERRY CHRISTMAS! 


Probably the most important 
forest product at this time of the 
year the beautiful evergreen 
branches and red berries of the 
American holly. I imagine that 
this is our best known American 
tree, eclipsing even the California 
redwoods and Atlanta’s dogwood 
trees in popularity. But most peo- 
ple who know it by its cut 
branches have never seen it grow- 
ing wild, because it is becoming 
more and more rare each year as 
it is gathered for Christmas deco- 
rations. In most of the northern 
states it has become almost exter- 
minated from being over-harvest- 
ed for the holiday trade, but it 
still fairly common in many 
places in the south. It is usually 
found in shaded places in the deep 
woods in ravines, where the soil 
is not too damp; and sometimes 
on rocky hillsides. It usually 
grows beneath taller trees, where

ful tree of somewhat. conical 
shape.

leaves and bright red berries are 
too well known to need a descrip- 
tion. 

The small whitish blossoms ap- 
pear in April and May, and are 
of two kinds, borne on separate 
trees. The fruit-producing flow- 
ers usually grow singly, while the 
pollen-producing flowers grow in 
clusters. Trees that produce ber- 
ries can be thus picked out in the 
springtime, if you want to trans- 
plant them then. It will be well 
however, to include at least one 
pollen-bearing tree, to insure the 
ripening of the fruit on the other 
trees. 

Holly makes a fine ornamental 
shrub, although it is somewhat 
delicate and is of slow growth. It 
must be protected from fire and 
from Christmas thievery — this 
last even in private grounds. The 
federal government has published 
a bulletin, “Growing Christmas 
Holly on the Farm,” which will 
be of help to those who wish to 
grow it, either as an ornamental 
planting, or as a profitable crop. 
This tree should be preserved as 
much as possible in the woods in 
order that we.may continue to 
have it for Christmas time. It 
would be a fine thing to do to 
save the red berries from your 
holly decorations this year, and 
plant them. Some of our wild 
birds eat the berries, but they are 
reported to be poisonous to hu- 
mans. 

The wood is close-grained, hard, 
and clean white in color. It takes 
a beautiful polish. It is one of 
the finest woods for carving that 
I have ever tried.

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FILL COLD FRAME NO 


By W. ELBRIDGE FREEBORN. 


During the month of January, 
which is a comparatively quiet month 
in the putdoor garden, much time and 
money may be saved by the use of a 
cold frame. A great many people 
put off this work until February 
when there is so mueh to be done 
out of doors that the proper care and 
proper planting of these seeds is often 
neglected through haste. 

Fill your cold frame with vegeta- 
ble and flower seeds at once. If it 
happens that you haven’t a cold frame 
and do not care to build one, but have 
space exposed to the sun, fill this 
space with seed boxes. 

There are a number of things that 
should be started at this time in a 
cold frame or seed box. In the line 
of vegetables you may start onions, 
cabbages, peppers, tomatoes, eggplant, 
and beets from seeds. All of the 
half-hardy and tender annual ffower 
seeds may be started in this same 
manner. These will include zinias, 
marigolds, cosmos, petunias, snap- 
dragons, baby’s’. breath, lantama, 

The two lists of seeds that we have 
outlined for use in cold frames should 
not be planted out of doors until late 
in March or early in April. By 
planting the seeds at this time, there 
will be more than a month’s time 
saved and your flowers will be in 
bloom at least that much earlier than 
they will by planting them at the 
proper time out of doors. It is not 
uncommon for zinnia plants to sell 
for as much as one dollar per dozen 
during April, so it is evident that a 
great deal of money will be saved 
the bloomimg period along. 
by following this method of hurrying 

A cold frame is a very simple 
thing to construct if it so happens 
that you are not blessed with one at 
the present time. Make the sides of 
the cold frame of 12-inch planks, 
usually using two or three of these 
held together by a couple of two-by- 
fours. Dig a hole the shape of the 
frame to a depth of three feet, place 
the sides of the frame in place and 
nail them together at the corners. 
The top of the frame should be ar- 
ranged in such a manner that the 
top will slope towards the south. 
After this has been done fill the 
frame with good soil which has been 
mixed with some well-rotted stable 
manure. (Use one part of rotted 
stable fertilizer and three parts of 
a little too heavy, add a bit of peat 
moss to lighten the soil and to hold 
the moisture later on. This soil that 
is placed in the frame should not be 
filled to the same depth as the outside 
soil, better for it to be about six 
inches under the level of the outside 
soil. 

The top of the cold frame is best 
covered with glass, a cheaper method 
that is just as satisfactory by the 
use of some glass substitutes that are 
manufactured for this. particular 
purpose. These will seldom last 
more than one or two seasons, but 
the cost is very low and after consid- 
ering the breakage that is bound to 
occur through the use of glass, it 
will still be much cheaper even in 
the long run. 

These cold frames need not be 
large for the use of the average fam- 
ily garden. One that is three feet 
wide and six feet long will probably 
hold all of the vegetables and flowers 
necessary for most any family. 

If your garden is already crowded 
for space, and a great many of our 
gardens are more than crowded, you 
may not care to devote sufficient 
space to a cold frame. It may hap- 
pen that there. is available a room 
that is not being used at the present 
time. If this happens to be the case, 
and after you have made a collection 
of boxes from various sources, you 
are all set for a departmentized cold 
frame. Each box used for a differ- 
ent kind of flower or vegetable seed. 
Another fine spot for this collection 
of boxes is the basement. Particu- 
larly if there are windows facing 
towards the south. Build a shelf 
about four feet wide before each of 
the windows and place these boxes 
on this shelf so that they may enjoy 
all of the sun possible. 

Vegetable Seeds. 

Lettuce may be started in the cold 
frame and in this section of the south 
the two varieties most commonly 
used are Iceberg and Big Boston. 
Iceberg is an exceedingly crisp and 
tender variety, making a hard head, 
and is particularly good for the home 
garden as it does not go to seed as 
early as some of the other varieties. 
The secret of growing headed lettuce 
is steady growth without stopping at 
any time. In order to do this lettuce 
should have an early start, should be 
planted in a very fertile spot in the 
garden, fertilized well at transplant- 
ing and care must be taken that the 
ground never dries out, as that will 
stop the growth. 

For most gardens the early varie- 
ties of cabbage are generally planted. 
The famous Long Island Wakefield 
is one of the best earliest large-sized 
cabbage that may be planted now 
from seeds in the cold frame and 
transplanted during the latter part 
of February or early March. It is 
a very fast grower and should be 
fairly well headed within 60 days 
after transplanting. 

Other good varieties that are 
planted in this section are early Jer- 
sey Wakefield, the large late Drum- 
head type, Centennial Flat Dutch and 
Early Summer. 

The favorite onion is Crystal Wax 
Bermuda. This white skin, sweet 
Bermuda onion, planted from seeds 
in the cold frame at this time, will 
mature during the summer, probably 
in July and August, and may be used 
at that time or dried for winter use. 
These onions are also delicious pulled 
from the garden in April and used 
as “green onions.”

This act of defensive weakness ig 
common among inexperienced play- 
ers who believe in throwing away 
their own worthless cards without re- 
gard for defending partner. 

PROTECT PARTNER. 

Careless discarding is an almost 
unforgivable error when it appears 
certain declarer will be forced to 
finesse. If one defender discards two 
or three worthless cards of an un- 
played .suit and then shows com- 
pletely out when the suit is finally 
opened, declarer has no trouble plac- 
ing the missing high cards. 

Brilliant defense is often com-
